We have warned Zionists that the 
scheme is fallacious and must be destructive of much of the 
splendid triumph which the National idea has succeeded in gain- 
ing since the foundation of the Zionist Movement. We have 
pointed out again and again the nonsense, if not worse, of regarding 
the scheme as likely to create what is termed ‘a united front” on 
Zionist matters throughout Jewry. That cannot result from what, 
glossed over however it may be, will be a stab in the back to the 
Zionist Movement and a mortal wound to the Zionist Organisation. 
But we are anxious now, above all, to accentuate the fact that even 
at this moment the details of the scheme are not known. The 
public has not been told anything of the particulars of . the 
“pact” which was entered into between Dr, WeizMann and 
Mr. MARSHALL, and is asked to accept everything on trust. 
We do know, however, that Mr. MARSHALL has declared that any 
protest on the part of Zionists against colonisation of our people in 
Russia, an enterprise which has been attended with failure from 
beginning till end and is diametrically opposed to Zionist principles, 
is a breach of the arrangement come to between him and the 
Zionist leader. We do know that in the United States, for the 
behoof of which the Agency scheme and the “ pact" were in the 
main devised, far from there being “ a united front,” Zionists them- 
selves are riven into contending camps. And lack of cohesion ia 
the Movement itself, which is necessarily a first essential for the 
success of Jewish Nationalism, or indeed for the work of rebuilding 
Eretz Yisrael, is to be foundeverywhere. Beit noted, moreover, the 
division is not merely as has so often before been the case, in 
consequence of differences of opinion with regard to the methods 
and the policy which the Zionist Movement should pursue. The 
present divisions are in consequence of what amounts to a sub- 
stantial difference of principle. That Zionism has been reduced to 
this parlous condition is tribute to the leadership of Dr, WRIZMANN. 
It assuredly will not be remedied by any such manipulation as the 
Jewish Agency, supported as it may be by any mechanised propa- 
ganda, however widespread or momentarily successful. 


A Jewish Secondary School. 


THE interview which we print this week with Rabbi Dr. Vicror 
SCHONFELD will be read, we believe, with much interest. The 
Rabbi explains a practical step which is being taken under his wgis 
for the establishment in the Metropolis of a Secondary Jewish 
School. The school will filla great need. There is at present no 


institution of its exact nature, and only.an establishment of the 


kind can secure for Jewish children a Jewish education, There 
is no need for us to recapitulate the plea for support which 
Rabbi ScHoNr2zLD makes for his School. . Nor is there any 
need for us to reiterate the excellent arguments he useg in 
its favour, or those which he employs to counter objections 
that may. be raised to the enterprise. If education is to be 
based upon any sort of religious faith, then it stands to reason that 


the upbringing of Jewish children can be successfully accomplished 


only by means of a curriculum designed for turning out Jews. We 
are pleased to note that Rabbi SCHONFELD stresses two points. He 
urges that a true Jewish education, far from excluding, insistently 
demands a training in civie loyalty, in the making of good and 
useful citizens who shall be-a credit to the Community and a 
And next, that it demands thorough physical 
was who declared that .

Further Restriction. 


THe new “National Origins” ciause of the United States 
Immigration Act came into force on Monday last. The effect of it 
is shortly to introduce a revised quota for imi igration from various 
countries based on the National derivation of the population 
of the United States in the year of the War of Independ- 
ence. Hitherto the quota has been calculated upon an estimate of 
the racial origin of the inhabitants of the country in the year 1590. 
It is of course doubtful whether it has been possible to determine 
to-day the proportions of the population more than a hundred 
years ago, but in the result the new quota as was intended sets

Round About. 


By Mentor. 


F I were a Preacher—and I can hear a wide chorus answering, 
| “Thank goodness you are not” (a sentiment I cordially echo) 
—I should be inclined to preach a sermon from the text: 
“And thou shalt teach it to thy children.” And I would 
build my observations upon a letter which appeared in THE JEWIsH 
CHRONICLE last week, signed “A Disciple of Moses.” He tells us 
that there once existed “a system of esoteric lore,’ which interpreted 
the account of the Creation but which was communicated orally 
only to a select few, and the principles of which may be traced in the 
Kabalah. These interpretations he bodies forth as showing that 
Judaism is not bound to the precise literal word of the story 
of the Genesis,.as contained in the Bible. . In other words, he 
admits that the story as there told cannot be regarded as true, 
however much truth it may convey. But he goes on to urge’that 
our children should be taught this story because they are children, 
and he suggests that it should be reserved for a later stage in their 
development to tell them that “the account of the Creation given 
in Genesis is not necessarily meant to be taken in the absolute 
literal sense.’ Only when they are “ripe for it,’ are they to be 
told that “our ancient masters interpreted Genesis in an extra- 
literal sense.”’ 


Far be it from me to rob this corréspondent of the reflected 
glory he has grabbed at, by calling himself “A Disciple of Moses.” 
But I am bound to say that his conception of the doctrine of the 
greatest of Jewish prophets is, to say the least, a strange one. It 
surely stands in glaring inconsistency with the teaching of Moses, 
which bade us tell the Law to our children. For what the corre- 
spondent in effect says, is that for the sake of convenience, it is 
desirable to tell any sort of untruth to children and to mislead 
them. I také an entirely contrary view. 
to tell tarradiddles, or indulge in what this correspondent calls 
esoteric philosophy, you should try it, if at ali, upon grown-up 
people. For they would most probably realise that you were telling 
that which was not true, could discount’it accordingly and so 
could ward off the chief moral damage that might otherwise 
ensue. The child has no such power and apart altogether 
from the meanness and the cowardice of taking advantage of 
nm child’s innocence, it is bad policy to stuff children’s beads 
with nonsense and lead them to believe that it is sense, to 
tell them stories drawn from imagination and let them think they 
are stories of fact. The inevitable result is, especially in these 
days of child precocity and particularly so among little Jewish boys 
and girls whose brains and commonsense are developed frequently 
with abnormal rapidity, that they will find you out and then they 
will believe nothing. And it is becuuse we have been teaching our 


children the Bible by telling them that every word of the Bible is 


true and every incident in it is true, instead of telling them 
that every word and every incident embodies Truth and lessons 
of Truth, thatghere has grown up in this generation the general 
disbelief in ma®€ers religious and the rejection of religious teaching. 
[It was only a little child of some five or six years of age, and so lL 
feel that I may quote what it said without any risk of appearing 
blasphemous. The child was recently being told by her mother a 
Bible incident, and after listening intently for some time, it made 
this comment: “Funny thing, for God to do! Daddy wouldn't!” 
That is what comes of continuing to teach “to our children in the

| Poles and London Jewry with it, grows apace; and to an old 

communal stager the opening of a Synagogue as far north- 
west as Hendon gives him furiously to think. I was very gratified 
to see Lord Rothschild among the consecrating congregation. By 
his presence he was carrying forward the Rothschild tradition of 
encouraging and helping the Symagogue spirit and the means for 
satisfying itin the Community. But I was a little bit astonished to 
hear his Lordship say that—in the way at least he suggested— 
one of the purposes which the Synagogue should be’ made to 
serve,’ is to help in diminishing anti-Semitism. To be sure, 
there remains the aphorism, to my mind unexcelled as the 
prescription against anti-Semitism of Mr. Louis Marshall, 
who said that the way to combat anti-Semitism was “More 
Judaism.” And so far as Synagogues foster more Judaism, 
to that extent, of course, they form a valuable prophylactic against 
anti-Semitism. But that is not what Lord Rothschild meant 
apparently. He perceived the Synagogue as a means of proving to 


the people around them that the Jews could be good citizens and 


that they could be patriots ; and he urged the Hendonites to be good 
English citizens as well as Jews. 


Now it occurs to me that this sort of talk is not only damaging, 
as impliedly reflecting upon the Community, but is also altogether 
undeserved. The good citizenship of the average Jew is above 
question. We have, like every other community of human 
beings, our black sheep as we have our sheep of varying hues. 
But I will make bold to say that, community for community, 
people for people, religious sect for religious sect, the Jew shows up 
as much white as any—and that I say frankly, I think is an under- 
statement of the case. Asto patriotism, can that be doubted in the 
Jew? If so, look upon the thousands upon thousands of graves in 
which the bones of Jews he in the ground, Jews who were mown 
down by the country’s enemies, their dust now commingled with 
that of their fellow-citizens who died for their country at their 
country's call. What reason, then, is there to suggest, as Lord 
Rothschild does by the speech he made, that Jews are lacking in 
patriotism—in the best meaning of that much abused word—or in 
any of the qualities that go to make for good British citizenship? 
As a matter of fact, as has been shown again and again in a 
thousand instances throughout our history, good citizenship and 
even patriotism will, alas, not shield us from anti-Semitism—but 
then that is another story! 


MONG my numerous correspondents is one who from time to 

time provides me with what he calls tit-bite of fact from 

Jewish life. IF was looking over some of these gems the other day, 
and I cull from them the following three : 

A Jewish baker in his town last Good Friday sent out with the 
Sabbath Challos a goodly supply of Hot Cross Buns, with instruc- 
tions to his man that every regular poercerearae for Challos should 
have half-a-dozen buns by way of premium! 

The Chazan in a nearby town is also a wine and spirit merchant. 
For some months prior to last 25th of December he displayed a large 
bidl in his shop window, easily visible from the Synagogue, with 
the invitation, “Join Our Christmas Club"! 

A learned Rabbi on last Rosh Hashana wound up his New 
Year's sermon by fervently reciting “Ring out the old, ring in the 
new’!

Obituary. 


THE Rev. S. N. LEVIN. 


[From our Correspondent—LIVERPOOL. ] 


The death occurred, with tragic suddenness, on Wednesday of last 
week, of the Rev. S. N. Levin, the former Minister of the Fountains Road 
Synagogue, Liverpool. The deceased was present at the marriage of his 
son at the Shaw Street Synagogue, and immediately after the ceremony 
bad a seizure. -He was taken to the Royal Infirmary immediately, 
where life was found to be extinct. For over twenty years he occupied 
the position of Minister of the Fountains Road Synagogne, and during 
practically the whole of that period acted as a Shochet in the service of 
the Liverpool Shechita Board. For several years before his retirement 
owing to ill-health, he was the Supervisor of the Board. He had been in 
failing health for several years prior to his death, but his sudden end 
came as a great shock to the Community in which he was held in the 
highest esteem.

Proressor J. GOLDSTEIN (Darmstadt). 


Professor Julian Goldstein, who has died at Darmstadt, at the age of 
fifty-seven, was a distinguished philosopher and author. He occupied 
the Chair of Philosophy at the Darmstadt University, and was especially 
known as an authority on English philosophy. He lately became 
publisher of the journal DER MORGEN, which devoted itself to the 
discussion of Jewish and general religious problems. The deceased took 
an active part in Jewish Communal work. He was a prominent member 
of the Union of Citizens of the Jewish Faith in Germany and of the 
German Branch of the B'nai B'rith. 


Mr. JACOB GERSHON,

The death occurred on Friday of last week, at his residence in 
Bradford, of Mr. Jacob Gershon. Mr. Gersbon was born in London more 
than seventy years ago. His family moved to Sheffield, where the 
deceased began his communal work as Hon. Secretary of the Sheffield 
Congregation. Subsequently he filled the post of Treasurer. He was 
also Chairman of the Sheffield Jowish Literary Society, which he had 
helped to found. Some forty years ago he came to live in Bradford, 
where he identified himself very closely with many phases of communal 
work. He was Trustee and for many years Treasurer of the Bradford 
Hebrew Congregation, and rendered very valuable service on the Build- 
ing Committee, under the auspices of which the erection of the Syna- 
gogue at Spring Gardens was carried out. He was also a Vice-President 
and a Trustee of the Benevolent Society since its foundation. He is 
survived by his widow and one daughter. The funeral, which was largely 
attended, was on Sunday last at the Sheffield Cemetery. The service 
was conducted by Rabbi B. I. Cohen, B.A., the Revs. J. Israelstam, B.A., 
J. L. Kahn and I. Levine.

eagerly sought by and willingly given to communal workers. The key- 
notes of his advice were Peace and Dignity, of both of which qualities he 
was the embodiment. He consistently refused all acknowledgment of 
bis public services, though it was hoped recently that he would consent 
to accept the honorary dignity of Kosh Hakahal, an office that was to 
have been created for the purpose of conferring the honour so long and 

so amply due to him. It is impossible within the compass of a “ tribute” 
to dwell upon all the admirable and lovable qualities of so admirable and 
so lovable a man.

The death of Joseph Prag, our revered President, has made the cause 
of the Talmud Torahs.the loser by the death of this staunch champion of 
Hebrew and religious education.

His fine personality formed a sort of bridge 
linking East End and West End Jewry; he was loved and respected in 
the one section as in the other.—From Mr. A. H. HYAMS (Secretary, 
Talmud Torah Trust). 


“The stranger within our Gates ” has sustained a severe loss by the 
deplorable death of Mr. Joseph Prag. While Honorary Secretary of the 
Shelter, an office which he occupied for seven years, he most vigorously 
championed the cause of his wandering brothers and sisters, many 
thousands of whom, fleeing from oppressiou and bigotry, he helped to 
settle in free and enlightened countries across the seas. The manage- 
ment of the Shelter will forever remember his work at the Shelter from 
1920 to 1922 as a member of the Russian Dependants Committee, and 
subsequently as a delegate of the Board of Deputies on the Central Council 
for Jewish Transmigrants, a body that interested itself in the welfare of 
the stranded transmigrants at Eastleigh. The loss of so earnest and

The Story of Creation.

< Sirn,—I notice in your issue of June 2ist the article by 

Mentor” headed “A Negro’s Reasoning,” treating, in “ Mentor's” 
always interesting and reverent style, the subject of the six days 
creation as given in the Bible or, rather let me say, as generally 
translated im various versions. 

I find in my notes as follows: 

“ It was evening and it was morning one day, the second day, 

the third day,’ etc. Evening and morning do not make a “ day,” 
for noon, afternoon and night are required to complete a “ day.” 
In the Hebrew text, the word translated “evening” is from a root 
meaning “ mixture” ; it is so translated in Exod. xii. 38 and Ezek. 
xxx. 5, and “evening” does mean the “mixture”-time (of day- 
light and darkness); the word translated “ morning" is from a root 
meaning “to distinguish between”; it is so translated in Lev. 
xxvii. 33; and “morning does mean the time when we can 
investigate, search out, select; the word translated “day” means, 
as in English, also an indefinite period of time,as in “ Rome had 
her day,’ etc.; it is so translated no less than twelve times in one 
chapter, Obad. i. 

We may therefore translate the verse “And there was an era 
of Mixture ‘inchoate chaos), and there was an era of Selection 
(evolution), one won.” Or if the direct translation would not be too 
startling to some, “ And there was an era of inchoate chaos, and 
there was an era of Evolution, one won.” 

Six eras (measureless) of chaos, six eras (measureless) of 
Selection or Evolution, six ons (measureless)—the mere con- 
templation thereof stuns our intellect! Instead of scoffing and 
ridiculing, we rise to pray, to adore! Our idea of Creation, and 
our God-idea are so stupendously enlarged that instead of Science 
laughing at the Bible-story of Creation and considering it naive, 
childish and ridiculous, we marvel at Science for its naivete, its 
childish iimitations and its ridiculously incompetent deductions. 

jut  Mentor’s”’ article has moved me, for I have devotéd many 
years of my life to the study of mistranslated texts that bring 
ridicule upon a Book thatis very holy to me. In every case of sucha 
passage I have found that it is human fallibility at fault, not 
the Bible-text. 

Like “Mentor,” I shall be interested in seeing “how Dr. Hertz 
deals with the Bible story of Creation.”

raises another issue that should be brought to the notice of Zionists, 
particularly as the elections are taking place immediately. The list that 
was presented to the Conference Was a most tendencious document.

Some Election Results. 
VIENNA STANDS BY HEBZL. 
[From our Correspondent.—VIENNA.] 


Of allgreat Jewish World centres, Vienna will have the distinction in 
the elections for the next Zionist Congress of having recorded a majority 
against the Jewish Agency. Itis notabbe that this result comes from the 
city where the late Dr. Herzl hoisted the Zionist flag, where he lived 
and worked. The NEUE WELT, the organ of Engineer Robert Stricker, 
the opponent of the Jewish Agency, has announced that in the Congress 
elections 1,620 voted for the Radical Zionists, 902 voted for the General 
Zionists (pro-Agency), and 663 voted for the Poale-Zionist and Hitachdut 
Labour bloc. Accordingly the Radical Zionists will send two delegates to 
the Congress and the General Zionists one. The Revisionist Zionists and 
the Mizrachists were defeated at the polls. 

Excitement is running high here as a result of the elections. The 
Stricker partisans demand the resignation of the Austrian Zionist 
Executive, which is controlled by the General Zionists, in view of its © 
defeat at the polls. The General Zionists, in their turn, threaten to © 
annul the elections with the aid of the Congress Court and to order new — 
elections on the ground that the Radical Zionists provided with Shekalim 
and brought to the polls illegal voters and even non-Jews. The Radical 
Zionists, too, charge the General Zionists with irregularities and with 
creating disorder at the Leopoldstadt polling station, so as to prevent 
many Radical Zionists from recording their votes. 

German and Belgian Delegates. 

The German elections of delegates to the Congress have ended with. 
the return of three General Zionists, three Mizrachists, two Poale- Zionists 
and one member of the Hitachdat Labour Group. 

Mr. Jean Fischer, the President of the Belgian Zionist Organisation, 
and the candidate of the General Zionists, has won the Belgian seat at 
the Zionist Congress elections. 


In Poland. 

According to the results so far available, Poland will be represented 
at the Zionist’Congress by fourteen Mizrachists, seven Et Libnoth (pro- 
Agency) delegates, three Radical Zionists, three members of the Hitach- 
dut (Labour) group, and two Revisionist Zionists. In Eastern a 
the group led by Deputy Dr. Reich (pro-Agency) has scored heavily, . 
General Zionists and the Hitachdut each securing six members an 
the Revisionists one.

fin,—The statement issued by Dr. Weizmann on the eve of the Con- 


cress elections is interesting as the first attempt on the part of the Zionist 
leader to present some sort of coherent plan of work and policy. Never- 


theless, it becomes increasingly clear to the careful reader, as he > 


proceeds, that the conclusions he draws from his own statement are not 
as evident as be would have us believe, and that there is behind his 
words ap uneasiness that the carefully chosen periods cannot altogether 
concéal. 

Ilis review of the Palestine situation would be laughable were it not 
a.s0 a tragic manifestation of the art of self-hypnosis. If the Zionist 
Organisation aimed at the quiet and gentie settlement of a few Jews in 
any particular country, Dr. Weizmann’s satisfaction would be quite 
pausible. But we who are Zionists have to measure our satisfaction in 
proportion to our approach to a Jewish majority in Palestine. During 
the period in which the Zionist leader's satisfaction has increased to such 
wonderful dimensions, the Arab population of Palestine has grown by 
150,000, immigration has dwindled until! it is almost non-existent, no new 
settlements of moment have been established, Jews have been forced 
out of the administrative, police and defence forces; the pernicious 
certificate system has become crystallised and is being enforced with 
& strictness in many cases brutal, Hebrew is being gradually jostied 
by the public services into the position of a tolerated language, in 
Jerusalem the large Jewish population is still controlled most invidiously 
by the small and intensely anti-Zionist Arab minority through their artifi- 
cial majority on the Town Council, making it predominantly Arab: and a 
thousand and one other things which go to make up what a correspondent 
in your journal recently referred to as the “human misery” so prevalent 
in Palestine. Those who see clearly, see that a systematic attempt is 
being made in Palestine to force the Jew into an inferior status so that 
the whole country may the more easily be subjected to a standardised 
form of native government, suited to the temperament and experience of 
£0 many of its civil and police officials. As a Revisionist, I claim that 
the ordinary Zionist can under no circumstances subscribe to Dr. Weiz- 


over our only political instrument, an undefined and uninterpreted 
instrument—for development and eventual interpretation, to a body of 
mixed political opinion is nothing less than suicidal. 

Proceeding to practical matters, Dr. Weizmann foreshadows the 
creation of a large land reserve and calls for a further accumulation of 
funds for that purpose. This, too, reveals a failure to learn from the 
happenings of the last few years. 

In the realm of education in Palestine, the Zionist leader fails to 
reveal any new constructive idea. The sad state of Jewish education in 
Palestine is glossed over. How many people could guess, from his state- 
ment, that the Jewish school system in Palestine is split into three dis- 
tinct sections, that the class-war is au essential element in many of the 
schools dependent on the Zionist badget, that Socialists, Misrachists and 
ordinary Zionists put their children into diferent compartments and pave 
the way for a disunited Jewry—a dangerous state of affairs in face of the 
growing native population’ Asfor the Hebrew University, Revisioniats have 
fought the pretentiousness and uselessness of that institation during the 
last few years. We demand a real teaching University that will train 
students for the life of the country, and which will take its place in the 
vast uncultured area of the Middle East as a deliberate instrument that 
will, with wide guidance, pave the way for the full blossoming of our 
ideals. At present the University has a vast budget with few more 
students than professors. 

The same line of criticism applies to every subject touched upon by 
Dr. Weizmann—there is no plan, no regularly projected scheme either ia 
political or practical work. The former is a policy of protest meetings, 
and the latter a policy of emergency funds. The Revisionists alone, of 
all parties, have produced a clear programme touching every side of 
Zionism, internal and external—education, land reform, intensive agricul- 
ture, national arbitration, marketing of Palestine products, a banking 
system suited to the conditions, a rational Jewish Agency Scheme. It is 
a programme designed to make possible the attainment of the Jewish 
majority.

During 
the period in which the Zionist leader's satisfaction has increased to such 
wonderful dimensions, the Arab population of Palestine has grown by 
150,000, immigration has dwindled until it is almost non-existent, no new 
settlements of moment have been established, Jews have been forced 
out of the administrative, police and defence forces, the pernicious 
certificate system has become crystallised and is being enforced with 
& strictness in many cases brutal, Hebrew is being gradually jostied 
by the public services into the position. of a tolerated language, in 
Jerusalem the large Jewish population is still controlled most invidiously 
by the small and intensely anti-Zionist Arab minority through their artifi- 
cial majority on the Town Council, making it predominantly Arab: and a 
thousand and one other things which go to make up what a correspondent 
in your journal recently referred to as the “human misery ” so prevalent 
in Palestine. Those who see clearly, see that a systematic attempt is 
being made in Palestine to force the Jew into an inferior status so that 
the whole country may the more easily be subjected to a standardised 
form of native government, suited to the temperament and experience of 
SO many of its civil and police officials. As a Kevisionist, I claim that 
the ordinary Zionist can under no circumstances subscribe to Dr. Weiz- 
mmann's reading of events. In addition it is necessary to add that it is 
@ grave political error continually to absolve in public those who are 
actually responsible. By doing so, he is surrendering his best weapon— 
the appeal to public opinion. 

In proceeding to an adulation of his Agency plan, Dr. Weizmann 
again reveals a political naiveté that is astonishing. As matters stand, 
he cannot define the Zionist Agency even bt.ore, its extension. No 
one knows its liabilities or prerogatives. It is at the moment a vague 
term without content. It is allowed no effectual voice in Palestinian 
affairs. We need go no farther than the story of the Dead Sea con. 
cession to realise that the opinion of the Zionist Agency was at no 
time invited. And the same occurs from day to day on all important 
Palestinian matters, whether they relate to important trade and 
customs treaties, or new far-reaching developments. Hitherto the 
Agency has asserted its presence only as a protesting body on 
the fringes of the Palestine Administration. I¢ would be clear 
even to any political novice that the first duty of the Organisation in 
relation to the Agency is to embark on a line of negotiation and agitation 
that will lead tosome sort of definition of the real significance of the 
Agency, an interpretation of its functions and the scope of its activities 
anent the National Home and the British Government. Such a clearly 
defined Agency, not subject to varying interpretations might, with certain 
safeguards, be introduced in an extended Agency Scheme. But to hand 


it becomes increasingly clear to the careful reater, ashe* 


over our only political instrument, an undefined and uninterpreted 
instrument—for development and eventual interpretation, to a body of 
mixed political opinion is nothing less than suicidal. 

Proceeding to practical matters, Dr. Weizmann foreshadows the 
creation of a large land reserve and calls for a turther accumulation of 
funds for that purpose. This, too, reveals a failare to learn from the 
happenings of the last few years. 

In the realm of education in Palestine, the Zionist leader fails to 
reveal any new constructive idea. The sad state of Jewish education in 
Palestine is glossed over. How many people could guess, from his state- 
ment, that the Jewish school system in Palestine is split into three dis- 
tinct sections, that the class-war isan essential element in many of the 
schools dependent on the Zionist budget, that Socialists, Mizrachists and 
ordinary Zionists put their children into diferent compartments and pave 
the way for a disunited Jewry—a dangerous state of affairs in face of the 
growing native population’ Asfor the Hebrew University, Revisionists have 
fought the pretentiousness and uselessness of that institation during the 
last few years. We demand a real teaching University that will train 
students for the life of the country, and which will take its place in the 
vast uncultured area of the Middle East as a deliberate instrument that 
will, with wide guidance, pave the way for the full -blossoming of our 
ideals. At present the University has a vast budget with few more 
students than professors. 

The same line of criticism applies to every subject touched upon by 
Dr. Weizmann—there is no plan, no regularly projected scheme eitber in 
political or practical work. The former is a policy of protest meetings, 
and the latter a policy of emergency fandg. The RKevisionists alone, of 
all parties, have produced a clear programme touching every side of 
Zionism, internal and external—education, land reform, intensive agricul- 
ture, national arbitration, marketing of Palestine products, a banking 
system suited to the conditions, a rational Jewish Agency Scheme. IL is 
& programme designed to make possible the attainment of the Jewish 
majority.

Sirn,—Thetrenchantcriticism to which,in your last issue you subjected 
Dr. Weizmann’s statement, ought to open the eyes of the public to the 
Janus-like facing-both-ways policy of the Zionist leader. For in that 
statement he tells his Zionist followers that he is as keen a Jewish 
Nationalist as ever. But a month or two ago he clasped hands with Mr. 
Louis Marshall over the declaration that there were no longer auy Zionists 
or any non-Zionists once be and Dr. Weizmann had entered into the 
Jewish Agency agreement. This may be “ politics” ofasort; but frankly 
I prefer something a littie more straightforward and ingenuous. Non- 
Zionists were asked to enter into the Jewish Agency on the tacit under- 
standing that the Jewish National idea, which alone has prevented them 
from co-operating with Zionists in the work of upbuilding Palestine, 
was tobe left in abeyance. Having obtained the support of non-Zionists 
on this understanding, Dr. Weizmann now tells hisVionist friends that 
tne National idea remains as the working basis of the Movement! That 
simply is not cricket. 

But if, as evidently is the case, Dr. "Weizman cannot hope to hold his 
followers to the Agency Scheme shonid he drop Nationalism, of what 
practical good is the Agency’ ]¢ cannot be commended even from the point 
of view of its probabic financial resalts. I have just received copy of 
a Memorandum submitted by the Zionist Organisation to the League 
of Nations. I find in it so far as the Agency is concerned nothing but the 
vaguest references concerning its real purpose. But in his statement 
which you published last week Dr. Weizmann said he hoped that 
the Agency would produce an income to Zionist Funds of £750,000 per 
annum. The Memorandum states that the income is now £715,000. Soe 
all this pother is over getting an extra £35,000! I am told by some non. 
Zionists that the Agency is devised so as to enable those who refuse to 
be reckoned as Zionists to come in, the word Zionism being somewhat 
déclassé. 1 cannot speak for others, but I for one would never think of 
entering a Movement through a snob’s door. A Movement that requires 
such a means for carrying on is surely best left alone.

ROUMANIA.—The extraordinary Congress of the Old Ronumanian 
Jewish Communities, beld in Bucharest, elected Dr. W. Filderman and 
Mr. Elly Bercovitzi, the President of the Bucbarest Jewish Community, 
as the representatives of Old Roumania on the Jewish Agency. 

FRANCE.—Deputy Lepn Blom, President of the French Socialist 
Party, has announced hig decision to accept his nomination as a member 
of the Jewish Agency. 

PoLAND.—The Committee in charge of the election of the twelve 
members of the Jewish Agency for loland has finally decided to convene 
av All-Polish Conference in Warsaw on Sunday for the purpose of elect- 
ing the Polish representatives. Alvout six hundred delegates are expected 
at the conference, which will consist mainly of Jewish Deputies, Senators, 
Municipal Councillors and representatives of, communities. Colonel 
Kisch will address the Conference. 

CZPCHO-SLOVAKIA.~-The Conference of the Czecho-Slovakian non- 
Zionists, held in Prague, bas elected Dr. Joseph Popper, the President of 
the B'nai B'rith of Czecho-Slovakia, and Dr. Armin Weiner as repre- 
sentatives on the Jewish Agency. Four deputy members have also been 
chosen in the persons of Councillor of Commerce L. Dux, Dr. Victor 
Stein, Dr. Rudolph Bloch and Mr. Alador Porszold. 

BELGIUM.—Great difficulty is being experienced in finding a repre- 
sentative of the Belgian non-Zionists onthe Jewish Agency. Belgium has 
only one seat on the Jewish Agency, but Belgian Jewry is still sharply 
divided into Zionists and anti-Zionists with few prominent neutrals, or 
non-Zionists. The Belgian Zionists now state that they have in view a 
suitable person who could represent the non-Zion:sts on the Jewish 
Agency, but they are still trying to find a sufficient body of people to 
make up @ more or lees representative non-Zionist Conference, in order 
to carry out the election ofa non-Zionist in a democratic manner. 

GREECE.—The Conference of the Greek Jewish Communities, held in 
Balonika, elected by 54 votes against 9, Mr. Leon Recanati, the oldest 
delegate present and the President of the B’nai B'rith Lodge in Greece, 
to represent the Greek non. Zionists on the Jewish Agency. 


BIALIK’S SUPPORT. 

Mr. C. N. Bialik, who was invited to attend the forthcoming Zionist 
Congress and to speak at the opening session, has replied to Dr. Weiz- 
mann that his state of health will unfortunately prervnt him from 
accepting the invitation. In the course of his letter he writes: “I need 
not assure you that my thoughts will be with you during the Congress, 
and | shall bless your work from afar. Iam well aware of the thorns in 
your path; may God grant you strength to attain its enc in peace and 
bonour. The day of the extension of the Jewish Agency will be for me 
a day of festivity. By making us Zionists fifty in the Agency, you are 
automatically doubling our number by fifty new Zionists, and are thus 
also doubling our strength. May God also increase your strength, and 
make our borders wider and wider, until the day when the name of 
Zionist and the name of Jew will be synonymous.” ‘

Jewish National Fund Bazaar. 
REPORT AND FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Mrs. Dulcie Sassoon, who acted as Chairman of the Executive 
responsible for the recent Palestine Exhibition and West End Fair, 
presided at the drawing-room meeting held on Tuesday at her residence, 
56, Green Street, Park Lane, to receive the report end financial statement 
in connection with the function. 

Mrs. SASSOON said that she hoped the exhibition had taught all of 
them that in spite of differences of opinion, they had a great deal in 
common, and that they should seek the points of agreement rather than 
the differences when working for a common aim. Opportunities were 
too few for Zionists and non-Zionists to get together. An atmosphere of 
suspicion usually clouded the air. But in spite of the fact that she and 
come of her friends were non-Zionists, she found no such atmosphere in 
the organisation of that Exhibition, and she hoped that more such enter- 
prises would be organised so as to bring even closer the unity of the 
Jewish race. 

Mr. CYRIL Q. HENRIQUES, Treasurer of the Fair, reported that the 
gross receipts amounted to slightly over £5,500, of which amount £1,634 
had been received in donations. The expenditure had been about 
£1,400, to which must be added the cost of goods from Palestine 
which was about £550. The number of people who visited the 
Qaeens Hall, as far as he could make out was about five thousand. 
When he was asked to participate in the Bazaar he had in mind two 
results at which to aim besides raisng money for the Jewish National 
Fund. One was to advertise Palestine products to an extended British 
public and another to enlist sympathy for that country. 

Mr. P. Horowi1tTz, B.Sc., the Secretary of the Jewish National Fund, 
said that despite enormous expenditure and difficulties the net profit 
would be close on £4,000. From the psychological point of view, the 
bazaar had been the first attempt to bring together all sections of the 
Jewish Community. But there was an even deeper aspect, and that was 
the spiritual. Some were apt to think of Palestine as without life and 
desolate. The exhibition had had the effect of demonstrating to such 
people that there was life and a rejuvenation in Palestine and that the 
country wvuld live again as the land of Israel for future generations. 
He suggested the formation of a permanent committee of helpers who 
should devote themselves to furthering the work of the Jewish National 
Fund. This was subsequently resolved upon by the meeting. 

Mr. HOROWITZ announced that it had been decided to inscribe the 
names of Mrs. Dulcie Sassoon, Mr. Cyril Q. Henriques and Viscountess 
Erleigh in the Golden Book of the Jewish National Fund for the work 
which they had done in connection with the Bazaar. 

Mr. LEOPOLD SCHEN, President of the Jewish National Fand, pre- 
sented the certificates to Mrs. Sassoon and Mr. Henriques (Viscountess 
Erleigh was not present). 


Since the meeting, a further cheque for 109 guineas and two for 
25 guineas each have been received by the Jewish National Fund in 
connection with the Bazaar. 


Reception to Colonel Kisch. 
A reception was given last Sunday evening by the Zionist Society of 
the University of London Jewish Students’ Union to meet Col. F. H. 
Kiscb, the Chairman of the Palestine Zionist Executive. Mr. and Mrs. 


‘Percy Baker, of 229, Willesden Lane, N.W., were the host and hostess. 


Mr. ROBERT SOLOMON presided. 

Mr. LEON SIMON said that Col. Kisch had accomplished a great 
amount of work in Palestine of inestimable benefit to World Jewry, i4 
spite of the racial and other difficalties prevailing in Eretz Yisrael. 

Col. KiscH said that tho Keren Kayemet was in difficulties because ‘‘ 
had committed the pardonable error of buying more land than it cou): 
afford. Referring to the building of the harbour at Haifa, Col. Kisch 
said that their beloved leader Herz! had visualised the possibilities of th'< 
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‘project. There was a welcome revival of many ancient Jewish customs 


in Palestine. The Zionist Organisation was providing education for 
19,000 children, but was handicapped by the lack of text-books. With 
regard to the Jewish Agency, said Col. Kisch, the idea certainly did not 
imply any betrayal of Zionist aspirations. Of course, there were diffi- 
culties, but these would be oyercome. 

Mr. 8. H. LUBNER, Chairman of the Students’ Zionist Society, 
proposed a vote of thanks to the Speaker.

The report and 
financial statement were accepted and the balance-sheet of the Tenth 
Annual Bazaar, which showed an income of £1,264, was adopted. Mr. 
L. Schen, President of the J.N.F., delivered an address and presented a 
Golden Book Certificate to Mr. and Mrs. IL. Bergerman, and a Trees 
Certificate to Mr. and Mrs. 8S. Malierman. The election of honorary 
officers resulted as follows: Messrs. A. Marks, Chairman; J. Cohen and 
J. N. Morris, Vice-Chairmen; N. Williams, Treasurer. The election ofan 
Hon, Secretary was deferred for the consideration of the Executive. Mr. 
M. G. Tilcen has consented to continue until the next Commission 
meeting. The Commission is taking active steps to help in the Herz! 
Week Campaign.

UNIVERSITY ZIONIST FEDERATION.—The summer Executive 
meeting was held on Sunday, at 77, Gt. Russell Street, with Mr. S. S. Levin 
in the chair. The Hon. Secretary, Mr. J. N. Morris, reported on the 
activities since March, which included a visit by Dr. Reichlin to Belfast, 
as a result of which the Jewish Students’ Union there had aMfiliated: the 
issuing of a review of the Federation's work in the half year; the 
organising of a Students’ Party to the Zurich Congress: and 
the enrolment of a fair number of new associates. Four Zionist 
lectures had been arranged for the Joint Summer School with the Inter- 
University Jewish Federation. The Hon. Treasurer, Mr. L. J. Hirschel, 
regretted that the English Zionist Federation had so far only paid one 
quarter of the promised grant of £190 to the Federation. The Librarian, 
Mr. S. Adler, in bis report stated that thirty-one standard books on 
Zionism and Jewish History had been distributed to the Constituent 
Societies. Mr. R. '. Mincovitch presented the report of the Sub-Committee 
on graduates, but it was decided to postpone this for further consideration. 
On the recommendation of Mr. D. B. Stanhill (Friends of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem) it was agreed to grant a loan of the money raised 
for the projected Jerusalem Jewish Students’ Hostel to the Keren Kaye- 
meth if suitable terms could be arranged. Mr. Leon Simon attended, and 
conveyed the greetings of the English Zionist Federation. In the evening 
the nembers of the Executive were present at a reception arranged by 
the London University Zionist Society, at which Colonel F. H. Kisch 
was the guest of honour. 

THE KADIMAH—It is proposed to form in September, Advanced, 
Intermediate, and Elementary Hebrew Speaking Classes. meeting at 26a, 
Soho Square, on Wednesday evenings. Theclasses wik be conducted by 
qualified instructors under the L.C.C. control. The L.C.C, regulations 
require a minimum of fifteen students for each class, and those interested 
should communicate without delay with the Secretary, 26a, Soho Square. 

POALE-ZION.—At the lasi joint meeting of the Poale-Zion Party 
and the Poale-Zion Youth Organisation, a report was given on the 
negotiations for the union of the two Palestine Labour Parties “Achduth- 
Ha’avoda,” and “Hapoel Hazair.” It was decided to welcome this 
amalgamation which would develop into a strong and united Labour 
Party in Palestine. The joint meeting instructed the delegates to the 
forthcoming Poale-Zion World Conference to be held in Danzig, on 13th 
July, to support the amalgamation of the Poafe-Zion and Hitachduth 
World Federation into one Socialist Zionist Party. 

EAST LONDON. — A lecture was given tothe Young Zionist League by 
Mr. Hooberman, the President, on the “Jewish Agency,” with Mr. B. H, 
Osofsky in the chair. A discussion was held in which Messrs. Heller, 
Bard and Rosenbloom and Miss Cohen participated. The League is 
proceeding with a programme for the summer months. It also has an 
increase in membership. |

The Agudath Israel and the Zionist Movement. 


From Mr. N. S. BURSTEIN. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—In an Editorial Note, headed “ Making Judaism safe {Se Ortho- 
“The Agudath Israel is an international organisation, claiming to look after 
the interest of Orthodox Judaism throughout the world. Its militancy has on 
a number of occasions more than trritated world Jewry. It has ever been a thorn in 
the side of the Zionists..." (The italics are mine.) “. . . Occasionally its 
(Agudath’s) interventions have assumed serious proportions. Thus, it has 


lodged complaints with the English Government and with the League of Nations 
every time its leaders were displeased with tne efforts of the Zionists in the 
Holy Land...” And the Note winds up with the following reproachfal words: 
“. « « Thus are they making Judaism safe for wnat they choose to call 
Orthodoxy.” 

I have before me a copy of THe LONDON JEWISH BULLETIN, the 
Agudah’s Monthly Message for April-May, 1924. And sad reading it 
makes! The recalcitrant spirit prevails in it throughout. A body like 
the Vaai Leumi is not Jewish enough and fs not to be trusted. Men like 
the Chief Rabbis Kuk and Meier are too tolerant and therefore not 
sufficiently pious for the Agudah. It boasts of the fact that the Agudah 
has consistently expressed its inability to join the Jewish Agency as long 
as that body is responsible for educational or other cultural work in 
Palestine. Like the inquisitors of old, they say that they only are to be 
entrusted with the educational culture and spiritual training of the 
Jewish youth in Palestine ! 

No Jew, be he orthodox, reform, or even “liberal,” will ever say a 
word against a body of Jews who fre earnestly endeavouring to plant 
purely religious belief in the bearts of our Jewish youth, provided of 
course, they do not employ the methods of a Torquemada.

It is 
simply revoiting to hear a Chebrah of Jews say “ Orthodoxy must remaia 
in its complete spiritual independerce fof the sake of traditional 
Judaism,” while, at the same time, on the principle that the end justifies 
the means, they are actually trying to hinder the bailding of the very 
citadel where the holy 7orah will at last be kept in safety !

REPORT AND FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Mrs. Dulcie Sassoon, who acted as Chairman of the Executive 
responsible for the recent Palestine Exhibition and West End Fair, 


presided at the drawing-room meeting held on Tuesday at her residence, | 
56, Green Street, Park Lane, to receive the report and financial statement | 


in connection with the function. 

Mrs. SASSOON said that she hoped the exhibition had taught all of 
them that in spite of differences of opinion, they had a great deal in 
common, and that they should seek the points of agreement rather than 
the differences when working for a common aim. Opportunities were 
too few for Zionists and non-Zionists to get together. An atmosphere of 
suspicion usually clouded the air. But in spite of the fact that she and 
some of her friends were non-Zionists, she found no such atmosphere in 
the organisation of that Exhibition, and she hoped that more such enter- 
prises would be organised so as to bring even closer the unity of the 
Jewish race. 

Mr. CyriL Q. HENRIQUES, Treasurer of the Fair, reported that the 
gross receipts amounted to slightly over £5,500, of which amount £1,634 
had been received in donations. The expenditure had been about 
£1,400, to which must be added the cost of goods from Palestine 
which was abont £550. The number of people who visited the 
(Jaeens Hall, as far as he could make out was about five thousand. 
When be was asked to participate in the Bazaar he had in mind two 
results at which to aim besides raisng money for the Jewish National 
Fund. One was to advertise Palestine products to an extended British 
public and another to enlist sympathy for that country. : 

Mr. P. Horowitz, B.Se., the Secretary of the Jewish National Fund, 
said that despite enormous expenditure and difficulties the net profit 
would be close on £4,000. From the psychological point uf view, the 
bazaar had been the first attempt to bring together all sections of the 
Jewish Community. But there was an even deeper aspect, and that was 
the spiritual. Some were apt to think of Palestine as without life and 
desolate. The exhibition had had the effect of demonstrating to such 
people that there wus life anda rejuvenation in Palestine and that the 
country would live again as the land of Israel for future generations. 
He suggested the férmation of a permanent committee of helpers who 
should devote themselves to furthering the work of the Jewish National 
Fund. This was subsequently resolved upon by the meeting. 

Mr. HOROWITZ announced that it had been decided to inscribe the 
names of Mrs. Dalcie Sassoon, Mr. Cyril Q. Henriques and Viscountess 
Erleigh in the Golden Book of the Jewish National Fund for the work 
which they had done in connection with the Bazaar. 

Mr. LEOPOLD ScHEN, President of the Jewish Nationa! Fand, pre- 
sented the certificates to Mrs. Sassoon and Mr. Henriques (Viscountess 
Erleigh was not present). 


Since the meeting, a further cheque for 109 guineas and two for 
25 guineas each have been received by the Jewish National Fund in 
connection with the Bazaar.

A reception was given last Sunday evening by the Zionist Society of 
the University of London Jewish Students’ Union to meet Col. F. H. 
Kisech, the Chairman of the Palestine Zionist Executive. Mr. and Mrs. 
Percy Baker, of 229, Willesden Lane, N.W., were the host and hostess. 
Mr. ROBERT SOLOMON presided. | 

Mr. LEON SIMON said that Col. Kisch had accomplished a great 
amount of work in Palestine of inestimable benefit to World Jewry, in 
spite of the racial and other difficulties prevailing in Eretz Yisrael. 

Col. KiscCH said that the Keren Kayemet was in difficulties because it 
had committed the pardonable error of baying more land than it could 
afford. Referring to the building of the harbour at Haifa, Col. Kisch 
said that their beloved leader Herz! had visualised the possibilities of this

ZIONIST MEMORANDUM FOR THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


The Zionist Organisation bas submitted to the Secretary-General of 
the League of Nations, for the information of the Permanent Mandates 
Commission, a Memorandum on development of the Jewish National 


Howe during 192s. 


The Memorandum gives statistics of immigration, unemployment, — 


land purchase, agricultural and urban development, industrial expansion, 
medical and educational services and finance. 


Collective Agrecment in Palestine Jewish Industry. 
POWERS OF LABOUR BUREAUX. 


A step towards a better understanding and co-operation betwecn 
Jewish labour and capital has just been made in Palestine at a joint 
meeting of representatives of the Zionist Executive, Manufacturers’ 
Association, and the Labour Federation. The principle. of collective 
bargaining which bas been put forward by Palestinian labour, and up till 
‘now rejected by the manufacturers has at last been agreed to by all parties. 

The main points of the collective agreement in Palestine Jewish 
industry are that neutral labour employment bureaux be established 
instead of the workers’ bureaux now in existence, and that all workers 
seeking employment in indastry should register in these bureaux. Com- 
missions to examine and classify the skilled workers are to be appointed. 
Workers will be given employment by the bureau in cach town, ‘a 


” accordance with their skill, period of registration, family obligations and 


length of residence in Palestine. 


Men of the Trees Association. 
THE “TREE SENSE” AMONG JEWS. 


A meeting of the Men of the Trees Association. was held at Juics 
Restaurant on Tuesday. Sir Francis Younghusband presided. 

Mr. Wickham Steed, in sdpporting the work of the Association, said: 
“ The work of planting trees and linking together native tribes in brother. 
bood is so simple, that it bears on it the hall mark of something great.” 

Sir John Chancellor said that to safeguard against the consistent 
encroachment of private owners 250,000 acres of land had already been 
set apart for ultimate afforestation in Palestine. The planting of trees 
would bring incalculable benefit to Palestine. 
enabled one acre to be provided with trees and tended. All Jewish 
colonists possessed the “tree sense” toa high degree, he said, for their 
first instinct was to plant trees round their homes.

LINKS IN BIBLICAL HISTORY. 


The annual meeting of the Palestine Exploration Fund was held last 
Monday afternoon at the rooms of the Society of Antiquaries, Burlington 
Hicuse, W. 

Sir CHARLES CLOse, K.B.E., F.R.S., who moved the adop ion of the 
annual report and accounts, gave a resumé of the Fand’s work during the 
past year. Through the generosity, he said, of Sir Charles Marston, who 
had defrayed the entire cost of the work, excavations on the Hill of Ophel 
had been resumed. 

Dr. E. W.G. MASTERMAN delivered a lectnré, illustrated With lantern 
slides, on “ The Hill of Ophel.” Sixty years ago, he said, very little was 
known about Ophel, but discoveries of importance had since been made 
that had revealed proof of many of the events mentioned in the Bible. 
Farther light had been thrown on the ancient topography of the Ophel 
ridge and the Tyropoeon Slope. A large cistern had been unearthed 
which bad been assigued to the time of Nehemiah. Of special interest in 
relation to the question of the “ Tombs of the Kings,” was the finding of 
a complex system of rock chambers on Ophel. Numerous tombs discover. d 
showed that there existed a powerful! city on the site of Opbel long before 
King David's time. David and most of his successors were buried on 
Ophel and it was more than probable that David had sent his son Solomen to 
be crowned there. The Well of the Virgin, near Ophel, known to Jews 

y another name, was an important source of water in ancient times. So 
vital was it, that it was heavily fortifie1 against hostile neighbours, Dr. 
Masterman showed lantero slides of Low these fortifications had been 
built up. The approximate period was about 1500 The lecturer 
also showed how a series of tunnels had been ingeniously bored for 
obtaining the precious water. In conclision, Dr. Masterman appealed 
for funds to further the work.

I: hae long been realised that, in view of tne constant growth of new societies 
and the tendency to emphasise the social rather than the literary side of the 
work. it ia becoming increasingly difficult for any, save very large Societies, to 
be eure of good audiences at lecture This difficulty has been successfullv 
met by the Manchester Union of J¢ sh Literary Societies, who invite their 


eonatitnents to unite their forces for large joint meetings, about once a month, 
during the winter season, leaving ea society free for local work during the 
mntervening period. With a large audience thus guaranteed, it is possibie to 
‘ovite lecturers of high etanding, who could not well be asked to address smal! 
meetings. With this experience in mind, District Councils were establ shed 
‘» North Londen and also in South London; in both neighbourhoods, several 
large int meetings have been held and the results are promising. The 
Federation of Northern Jewish Literary Societies has been formed by the 
Menchester Union of Jewish Literary Sccieties in order to establish a closer 
‘ok with Literary Societies in the Northern area, many of which were not 
fully comaizaint of the importance of the work that is centralised in London. 
Six Holiday Schools have already been successfully organised by the Federation 
of Nortbern Jewish Literary Societies, and it is suggested that, in future, 
members of Jewish Literary Societies that are not attached to the Federation, 
should be permitted to avail themselves of the Holiday Schoo's, if they so 
des red. The report refers in terms of regret the resignation of Mr. Philip 


Samuel from the position of Treasurer and pays tribute to his work for the: 


Union. The Council aleo announces with regret the resignation of Miss 
Dorothy D.vis,a member of the Council, and expresses appreciation of the 
publicity given to the work of the Literary Societies by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
amd the JEWisH WORLD. 

In the course of the discussion that followed, Mr. B. GREEN (West 
llam) suggested the establishment of Holiday Schools by the London 
branches of the Union as was done by Manchester. 


Mr. 8. W. ELLis (Stamford Hill), speaking upon that part of the 
‘eport which tendered thanks to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE and the JEWIsH 
‘VORLD for the publicity which these two journals had given to the work 
ol the Literary Societies, complained that only a line was given in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE: of reports which were already sent by his Society ijn 
a condensed form. He suggested that an official letter should be sent 
asking if more space could not be given to the work of the Union. 

The CHAIRMAN said that was a matter which was beyond their 
purview. He suggested that Mr. Ellis should discuss the matter with

The Union and the Anglo-Jewish Agency Conference. 


Mr. A. Moss, a Vice-President of the Manchester Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies, said it seemed to him that very little work that was 
new had been done by the Union during the past year. He thought 
that the lectures served a very useful purpose, and although forming a 
very wo! thy contribution to Jewish literature, the series did not in itself 
cover the wider range of activity in Literary Society endeavour. Mr. 
Moss also complained that the Union had been slighted in not having 
received an invitation to the Anglo Jewish Agency Conference. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that if an invitation had been received. 
the Union might have taken up the attitude that the matters connected 
with the Agency were contentious, and that they should not allow 
Zionist politics to be introduced into their movement. 

Mr. Moss: My point is that the powers that be in Anglo-Jewry did 
not consider the Union of Literary Societies sufficiently active or worthy 
to be asked to send representatives to the Conference, whereas the 
representatives of a newer organisation—the Inter-University Jewish 
fF ederation— were asked to do so. 

The CHAIRMAN said that in many cases the Bodies represented 
on the Agency bad asked to be allowed todoso. It was nota question 
of their being slighted. 

Mr. Moss said he did not think that the reply of the Chairman was 
sufficiently adequate. He also suggested that in addition to the district 
councus there should be a Council for the whole of London. If this were 
done they could arrange the Holiday Schools as they were d¢ing in the 
north. 

Rabbi M. Go..op, B.A., said that he, too, was very much annoyed 
when be first heard that the Union had not been invited to send a dele- 
gate to the Agency Conference. Mr. J. M. Rich, Hon. Secretary of the 
Jewish Historical Society and of the Board of Deputies, had made it per- 
fectly clear that there was not a question of the Union being slighted, but 
that it was felt that as the Union consisted ofrepresentatives of the Societies 
who, in their turn, were almost invariably upon one or another of the 
Bodies sending delegates, no invitation should be sent. It was not a 
question of judging the work of the Union.

Association of Jewish Friendly Societies. 


REPRESENTATIVES ON THE JEWISH AGENCY. 


‘From our Correspondent. } 


Widely different tepics like the Jewish Agency and Society auditing 
occupied the delegates of the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies, 
who met in Conference on Sunday, at Camperdown House. The 
Jewish Friendly Societies comprise a membership, both voluntary 
and State-insured, of 50,000 persons; and the Association, at its annual 
Conference, expressed the view that it should secure direct representa- 
tion on the Council of the Jewish Agency. Lt.-Col. Charles Waley 
Cohen, in his speech to the delegates, complained of the secrecy practised 
by the authorities with regard to the personnel who are to be chosen 
to represent the non-Zionist section on the Agency Council. It is learnt 
unofiicially that the idea of according a seat to a representative who 
would speak for the democratic section of thé Anglo-Jewish Community 
was by no means ruled out, and that assurances ofa character not un- 
sat'sfactory to the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies were indec«! 
secured, Col, Waley Cohen feels strongly that the authorilies are 
pursuing a policy which will be resented by democratic opinion if the 
names of the non-Zionist representatives on the Council are foisted on the 
Board of Deputies without giving that body any opportunity for reflec- 
tion. Mr. Perey Cohen, who represents the Association on the Board, 
asked for guidance, and delegates unanimously reiterated and confi med 
the original resolution calling for direct Friendly Society representation. 


Reform of Auditing System. 


Un‘ortunate incidents which have occurred within the Movement, 
have emphasised the necessity of an immediate reform in the system of 
auditing. Col. Waley Cohen, who has never lacked courage, insisted that 
the Association should make it a condition of affiliation that Orders and 
Societies should have their accounts audited by independent and duly 
qualified accountants. While the principle underlying this reform is not 
opposed, many delegates protested against any suggestion of intimidation, 
insisting that the Association was originally founded on the basis of non- 
interference in the internal affairs of constituent societies. Nevertheless, 
the President stood to his cuns and called on delegates to make his proposal 
known throughout the Movement in time for the annual Conference when 
he expects such a resolution to be tabled. He made a very strong point 
when he argued that the practice which he advocates may be imposed 
by law within the next twoor three years, and that it would be better to 
take time by the forelock. 


Association's Activities. 


The other business considered by the Association was of an 
administrative character, when Alderman A. Kershaw, J.P., the Chair 
man of the Executive, reviewed the many activities undertaken by the 
Association. Prominent in the Association's recent work is a scheme forthe 
provision of specialists’ services at moderate fees, and Alderman Kershaw 
was able to announce that over 200 appointments have been made with 


_ Specialists on behalf of individual members, a clear indication of the 


necessity of the scheme. There ig more intimate co-operation with tho 
English Zionist Federation ; negotiations are proceeding with the Jewis» 
Health Organisation to set on fect a statistical enquiry into health factors 
in the movement which will enable the whole basis of contributions and 
benefits to be considered afresh; and the Association is to be an activ 
supporter of the aims of the Jewish Adult Educational Association, A 
satisfactory report on the working of the Jewish Friendly Societics 
Convalescent Home at Birchington was rendered by Mr. I. Danziger. 
Chairman of the Home, who announced that a new recreation room had 
been added at a cost of £2,000, This recreation room is to be consecrated 
on July 28th by Dayan Dr. Feldman and formally opened by Col. Waley 
Cohen, the Home’s President.

Our Ministers must 
realise that by their past actions they have ruimed our services to a 
terr fic extent, so that now itis incumbent upon them to make good. To 
say nothing of female choirs and the abolition of the Priestly Benedic- 
tion (either of which transgression places every culprit Synagogue outside 
the pale of Orthodoxy right away), they have countenanced and cven 
initiated a number of other equally senseless if less violent reforms. In 
fairness, we will concede that their intention was not to act as 
missionaries for “ Liberal” Judaism; but then they must surely realise 
that that was partially their work in the past. We are only too glad to 


follow the dictum of our sages, ms555 CNA 55 MN 77; but as business 


people we are compelled to judge by results. We know that it was the 
fear of the opposition that swayed them, but that is no excuse whatever, 
especially as the results now, according to the old Yiddish proverb, are: 
Faule fish und Klepp dazu! They have robbed us of our glorious 
inheritance by substituting their common glass beads for our precious 
gems, and the opposition has in consequence of these very actions more 
and more increased. 

Those were the unfortunate tactics adopted by our Ministers in the 
past. But, in‘taking stock, they must realise that quite independent of 
the insane strivings of uneducated members whose wishes they have 
carried out, they, personally, are also guilty of vandalistic inclinations. 
For instance, some years ago I listened to one of our Ministers advocating 
a mixture of the }£2 Nav and the PNW Services, which would have 
at best given us only a mongrel service. Instead, he ought to have asked 
his congregants to come earlier, and then they would miss nothing. And 
so on adinfinitum. And if this forthcoming Conference is to be of the 
slightest use to anybody, instead of being mere eyewash as hitherto, 
then the first and foremost slogan to be acted upon must be: 
“ Physician, heal thyself”!

Chicken and Macaroni Cutlets. 


Cold cooked chicken, § Ib, Margarine, 1 oz. 
Cooked tongue, 2 ozs. Fiour, 1 oz. 
Cooked macaroni, Stock, 1 gill. 
| breakfastcupfal. Egg and bread crumbs. 
MELT the margarine in a saucepan. 
the stock, and stir till it boils and thickens. Chop the chicken and 
Mix thoroughly, then add the 
Season carefully. Turn on to a plate 
to cool, then shape into cutlets. Brush with beaten egg and coat with 
bread crumbs. Fry a golden brown, and put a short piece of uncooked 
macaroni in the end of each. ,

Stuffed Tomatoes. 


Grated cheese, 2 ozs. 
Salt, pepper, cayenne. 


Six large tomatoes. 
Bread crumbs, 4 tablespoonfnils. 
Batter, 2 ozs. 

CuT a slice off the tomatoes and scoop out the centres. Put these 
slices and pulp in a saucepan with the butter, and cook for five minutes ; 
then rub through a sieve. Add this purée to the bread crumbs and 
grated cheese. Season well. Fill the tomato cases wiih the mixture, 
and bake in a moderate oven. 


Eggs with Italian Sauce. 


A sprig of thyme. 
Sherry, | wineglassful, 
Water, 4 pint. 

Marmite, | teaspoonfal, 


Six hard-boiled eggs. 

Butter, loz, 

Fiour, 1 oz. 

Chopped onion, 2 teaspoonfals, 
One bay leaf. 

MELT the butter. Add the chopped onion, flour and bay leaf, and 
fry carefully until the flour is a deep fawn colour; then slowly add the 
sherry. Cook for a few minutes, then stir in the water and marmite, 
Stir till boiling and cook for a few minutes. Season carefully and strain. 
Cut the eggs lengthwise ; arrange on a hot dish, pour the sauce over, 
and garnish with sippets of toast. 


q Veal Salad. 

Cold vea!, 1 tb. Mayonnaise sauce. 
Boiled potatoes, 1 Ib. Capers, oil, vinegar. 
One beetroot. Sait and pepper. 

Cut the veal into cubes, sprinkle with oil and vinegar (using one 
tablespoonful of oil and one teaspoonful of vinegar mixed with salt and 
pepper), and leave for an hour or two. 

Cut up the beetroot and potatoes into cubes, and dress them with 
mayonnaise sauce. Arrange the veal in the centre of a bowl with 
alternate heaps of potato and beetroot around, Sprinkle the veal 


with finely chopped capers.

CONSECRATION CEREMONY. 


A large gathering assembled on Sanday at the consecration of the 
Synagogue, which is situated in Brent Street, Hendon. The Synagogue 
was opened by Lord Rothschild (who was presented with a gold key by 
Mr. Robert Katz) and consecrated by the Chief. Rabbi of the British 
Empire. The service was conducted by the Rev. H. Mayerowitscb, of 
the Great Synagogue, Duke Street, assisted by a choir, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. B. H. Busky. Among those present were: )

The CHIEF RABBI read the Prayer for the Royal Family. He referred 
in his address to the story in this week’s Sedra of.the spies and 
emissaries who were sent by Moses to the Promised Land. In conse- 
quence of the evil report which the emissaries brought back, discourage- 
ment, despair and weeping possessed the mass of the people. They 
murmured against Moses and said that they were prepared to return to 
Egypt. That story was a strikiog parallel of the Hendon Congregation. 
The pioneers and founders of the Hendon Congregation were the pioneers 
and emissaries of Israel ina new quarter of the Metropolis, Tney had 
not been discouraged by dificulties.or by those who were indifferent, but 
they had come together to plant the standard of their faith on that new 
spot, to the service of God and Israel. The sacred task undertaken by 
them required patience, not enthusiasm lasting a few hours or days. 
There must be lasting loyalfy, patience and perseverance extending over 
decades and generations. If they worked together in that great cause 
they must be sure that they were charitable in their judgment of one 
another; there must be no striving or wrangling for koved. They should 
not let jealously wreck theie noble endeavours for the Jewish cause. 

The service concluded with the singing of Adon Olom, the National 
Anthem and Hatikvah. 

At the conclusivn o! the service, Mr. A. M. Krichefski, the President, 
welcomed the Chief NK ibbi, Lord Rothschild and the Rev. H. 
Maycrowitsch. 

LORD ROTHSCHILD said he would like to draw their attention to one 
other purpose which the Synagogue should be made to serve, and that 
was to do away with and help to diminish anti-Semitism. They could 
help too, by their many activities, to prove to the people around them 
that a Jew was a good citizen and patriot as well as a good Hebrew. He 
sincerely hoped that that Synagogue was only a beginning in establish- 
ing a very flourishing and go-ahead colony of their nation in the spiritual 
sense, and that it would help to spread good citizensbip and patriotism 
among all the members of the Community. Jewish people had been 
wrongly identified as foreigners, and as such had been subjected to 
criticism and to various (disagreeable experiences. It bshoved them all 
to prove that they were good English citizens as well as good Jews, and 
ay only means of doing that efficiently was by rallying round the 

Mr. P. ALEXANDER, the Treasurer, said that the erection of the 
Synagogue had strained to the utmost the resources of those who had 
shouldered the task. They had entered into heavy commitments, and 
thervfore needed the he!p of every one. 

Mr. ROBERT KATZ, Vice-President, proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Chief Rabbi, Lord Rothschild, and the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch. 

A bouquet was presented to Mrs. Hertz by Mrs. Robert Katz. 


The Congregation has been established three years, and the present 
building was completed in time for the Festivals last year, since when 
services have been regularly held. Arrangements have been made with 
the United Synagogue for burial rights, and the policy of the Executive 
is to maintain close relationship with the United Synagogue.

No. 504.—A New Servitude. 
My Dear COUSIN, 


Did you notice the report of a case which appeared in the Press the 
other day of belief in the evileye’ It happened in Somerset; a farmer 
was convinced that a neighbour of his had bewitched him, and he actually 
erected a monument in a tree near his house because he thought that it 
would be a precaution acainst the evil eye of another farmer. The victim 


was persuaded that his neighbour had cast a spell over him to which he 
owed his bad luck. . 


This happened in an enlightened country in the year 1929! Yeta 
close observer of social movements would have to confess that the story 
was a sign of the times. Is it not significant that of late a number of 
books have been published dealing with witchcraft, and that some of the 
outstanding novels of recent years have had witchcraft as their principal 
motif? <A lady occupying a position of authority, the other day indicated 
that witches have their secret societies. What are we to make of all 
this, especially when it is borne in mind that an old “science” is being 
revived—the “science” of astrology? On the Continent a number of 
serious books dealing with star-gazing have found a large public. These 
new necromancers set ouf by means of Star-gazing to foretell events, very 
much in the manner of Old Moore, to tell fortunes, explain characters and 
select callings for those who consult them ; and lastly, to give advice as 
to whether a suitable day is fit occasion to undertake a journey, undergo 
an operation or launch a new enterprise. | 

No one can deny that the vision of the stars on a bright night is a 
thing of beauty; that it makes some mystic appeal to all of us. If the 
moon is responsible for something akin to lunacy, the stars stir in the 
human breast emotions which are similarly peculiar. Splendid as is the 
effect when you gaze at the stars in this country, that effect is heightened 
when you see the glittering orbs over the desert or in the highlands of 
Switzerland. In spite of yourself you are affected. It is only natural, 
therefore, that’ever since man's history on earth he should have believed 
that the stars have a message, and should have desired to penetrate it. 
Star-gazing and star interpretation were known among the earliest 
peoples, and Jews were no exception to ‘.e rule. Joseph dreams of sun, 
moon and stars; Deborah is certain that “the stars in their courses 
fought against Sisera.” It looks as thongh Jews were no different from 
other human creatures, though among Jews the idea certainly prevailed 
that star-gazing was nonsensical. “Thus sayeth the Lord,” Jeremiah 
preached, “ Learn not the way of the nations and be not dismayed at the 
signs of heaven.” 

It is of interest to note that in the pages of the Talmud there is 
abundant evidence to show that star-gazing was a potent force among the 
Jews of the Talmudic age. At the same time some of the teachers whose 
authority was widely extended set their face sternly against the practice. 
“ Israel,” as one of the best known of them taught, “does not stand under 
a star, but under God only.” ‘There is a story told of a certain Chaldean 
who informed Rabbi Akiba that he had learnt by !star-gazing that his 
daughter would die on her wedding day, bitten by 4 snake. But-the 
wedding day arrived and Rabbi Akiba’s daughter lived through it, and 
continued a happy bride. Her father demanded to know what good aetion 
had protected her from death. She replied that one day, when a crowd 
of people was at the howse, she observed a poor man on the edge of the 
crowd, made him a gift and sent him away rejoicing. On the day before 
her wedding day she had to drive a nail into the wall, and seemingly this 
nail killed the snake which fate, according to the Chaldean, had reserved 
for her destruction. The story would go to show that even Rabbi Akiba 
was not unmoved by star-gazing, : 

Nor ‘did Rabbi Akiba stand alone. An equally great teacher, none 
other than Rabbi Meir, likewise believed in the influence of he «enly 
bodies on human fate. He taught for instance, that eclipses of the sun 
were bad signs for Israel. In the third century Rabbi Chanina was an 
upholder of astrology, though he held at thé same time that he who 


_ trusts in God is safe from danger. 


It is no far distance from star-gazing to the interpretation of pheno- 
mena and of numbers. Yet the Torah itself forbids any form of enchant- 
ment of wizardry. “Do not use enchantments, nor practise augury,” 
you may read in that famous 19th Chapter of Leviticus. In Deuteronomy 
the injunction is even more precise. “There shall not be found with 
thee . . . one that useth divination, or practiseth augury, or a necro- 
mancer. Whosover doeth these things is an abomination unto the Lord.” 
Injunctions are one thing ; the appeal of superstition is another. When 
all is said superstition is based on fear; and who can deny that fear is 
one of the strongest elemental forces in the composition of human beings ? 
Despite the fact that throughout Jewish literature star-gazing and magic, 
and witchcraft were strictly prohibited, Jews were as superstitious as 
their neighbours. It appears that in Talmud times it was regarded as a 
bad sign if bread fell from your mouth, the staff in your hand fell to the 
ground, or a deer crossed your path. 
if something pleasant happened after your entry into a house, after a 
marriage or after a birth, that denoted some prognostication for good. 
Hence the universal wish for a good siga (31% 725) or a good star 


(270 53m) which is only our old friend Mazzeltov. Just as there were 


good signs, so there were bad ones. It was bad to make a mistake or to 
sneeze during prayers. Whenadying man had his face drawn, that was 
a bad sign ; if it was lit up with a smile, the sign was good. 

Another manner of divination was to endeavour to forecast the 
future by seizing upona verse from the Bible, either by opening Holy 
Writ and placing your finger at random on a passage, or by asking a 
school child to quote a passage from the Bible. Rabbi Yochanan once 


Popular superstition believed that: 


intended to visit Rabbi Samnel. On his way he met a schoolboy whom 
be asked to quote a verse from the Bible. The lad recalled what he had 


learnt that day at school and quoted “Amd Samuel died.” Rabbi 
Yochanan did not pursue his journey! 


Among Jews the symbolism of numtbers is one of the things deeply 
embedded in Jewish folklore. Number One represents the harmony of 
the universe and God Himself; 10 stands for perfection; there are seven 
names for the heavens and seven for the earth: 7 is a holy number; 5 
denotes sensuality, recalling the five senses; 3 stands for the human 
body ; 9 for conflict (the first war in the Bible tells of five kings against 
four); while 13 is an unlucky number. Nor were the days of the 
week omitted. It was believed that Sunday was the day under. the 
guardianship of Raphael, Monday of Gabriel, Tuesday of Samuel, Wednes- 
day of Michael, Thursday of Zadkiel, Friday of Auel. The Sabbath had 
no guardian angel; the Sabbath was the Lord’s day, the day on which 
He rested and was refreshed. 


In one way or another these strange beliefs were connected with 
star-gazing andastrology. Inthe Middle Ages many Jews who were distin- 
guished in the fleld of learning were professed astrologers, among them 
being Abraham ibn Ezra. That astrology is found in the Aabbala it is 
hardly necessary to say, and doubtless many non-Jewish astrologers drew 
on Latin translations of the AKabbaia for much of their lore. Astrologers 
were popular in the French Court in the sixteenth and seventeenth cen. 
turies, and the name of Nostradamus will not be unknown to students of 
literature. The strange thing is that there should be a revival of this 
star-gazing nonsense incur own day. It is true that the occult appeais to 
a large majority of human kind. Butthen it should be remembered that, 
generally speaking, the appeal of the occult is in inverse ratio to brain 
power. Where brain power is abundant the appeal is siight; where brain 
power is little the appeal is great. 

If this be so, what are we to make of the large numbersof people who 
are in the new servitude of star-gazers and fortune-tellers? Some go 
perhaps for the novelty of the thing, regarding it as a strange experience 
worth knowing ; others go sceptically at first, but having experienced a 
curious shiver down their backs, become devotees. I am informed thatin 
the West End of London (and the same applies to the other great capitals 
in Europe) astrologers and fortune-tellers do a thriving trade with a 
fashionable clien(éle. Politicians consult them om affairs of State; one 
would hardly think it possible that there should be modern counterparts 
of the Court astrologers who were the secret rulers of States in the Middle 
Ages. Fashionable ladies go to have their fortunes told, or to consult the 
star-gazers about the tender affairs of the heart. The young go because 
they have not yet garnered experience of life, the old because they have 
not learnt wisdom. 


Here, as in most other things, we Jews peed to refurbish our outlook, 
to cast away much that is mere ballast, and return to the basis of Jewish 
teaching—the Bible. You will know that specifically Jewish popular 
superstitions are as numerous as the superstitions of other peoples. 
Whole collections might be made of them, and down to this very day 
there are people who still anoint their eyelids with the wine of Habdala 

in the firm belief that it will bring them luck during the week. “ Do not 
usé enchantments nor practise augury.” If Judaism teaches one thing 
among others, it teaches self-reliance, and self-reliance with a perfect 
trust in God is bound to give the Jew that splendid freedom which is so 
ditrerent from the new servitude, ;

An Evil Report. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for Tak JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“ And they brought up an evil report of the land which they had 
searched.’—Numbers 32. 

No one, says the Midrash, is. more beloved by the Holy One, blessed 
be He. than he who is sent to perform a duty and gives his whole soul to 
the success of his mission. Of those who set out to search the land as 
narrated in this week's Sedra, two were men of such a character, men 
whose very names suggested their natures. Caleb—which means: 
“ According to the heart,” spoke, indeed, as his good heart dictated. 
Joshua—" God's salvation,” made that salvation known to Israel. In 
these things they are contrasted in the story with the other spies who, 
sent cut to facilitate the fulfilment of God’s promise, returned with an 
evil report and brought disaster on their brethren. It was strange that 
there should have been such a discrepancy in the reports of men, who had 
travelled together, who had seen the same sights and gone through the 
same experiences. Had not the discontented spies helped to carry the 
cluster of grapes, the pomegranates and the figs—fruits of a land flowing 
with milk and honey’? Had not Caleb and Joshua noted also those 
giantse—the sons of Anak, who had made their colleagues in the search 
scem like grasshoppers in their own eyes? Why did the ten say; “It is 
a land that eateth up its inhabitants, we are not able to go up against this 
people,” while the {wo protested : “the land which we passed through to 
search, that land is exceedingly good. If God take pleasure in us, He 
will bring us to this land and give it us?” Clearly they must have 
measured things with different meteyards, weighed matters in different 
scales. The giants loomed bigger, even than they were, in the eyes of 
the cowards and the pessimists. While for Joshua and Caleb, the faith- 
ful messengers, they were nothing but a shadow, that had already passed 
in the presence of the God that Israel should bave served. (Numbers 
xiv, 9). The nature of the opposing verdicts of these different men was 
but an enlargement of their own mental and moral outlook. That 
which they sought they found. The effect of their report upon the 
peop'e arose from similar circumstances. The older generation had not 
learnid a fall and unpflinchiog faith and confidence. They murmured 
and rebelled at the first doubts and difficulties. They turned against the 
two men who had dared to preach hope and courage in the face of the 
doubting and the fearful. 

The facts themselves were not really in dispute, The land was very 
good, the giants were very big. But notbing was too good to be the 
reward of the faithful. Nothing was too big to withstand the might of 
God's power. But the grapes and the pomegranates and the figs meant 
nothing to minds that were already soured. And the few giants they had 
seen loomed larger than they were in the eyes of men already fearful 
and afraid, 

So indeed, it is with the whole of life’s experience. There is milk 
and homey flowing in the land, and the land of life is exceeding good. 
There are giants also real and terrible enough. Our knowledge of the 
world will not allow us to deny the evidence of our eyes. But our 
inheritance of the land does depend on our own conscious interpretation 
of all these things. On which side shall we lay the stress, on the good- 
‘ness of the land or the flerceness of its inhabitants? Those who can see 
but the evil condemn themselves to remain in the wilderness. Eyes too 
long fixed upon the ground miss so much of the beauty that lies between 
it and the mountain tops. 

God's part towards us js that of the helping hand. the heartening 
word, the holding of a lamp upon the path. So following Him, it is man's 
task to be a guide to his fellow, and a heartener io his struggles. Those 
who deliberately or even thoughtlessly discourage the hearts of their 
brethren do them and God a greatdisservice. People who always look at 
the dark side of life, who find all the shadows and persist in walkipg in 
them have no message of comfort for those about them. They blot out 
the stars of courage and of hope that God has set to shine in the world’s 
night. They make sorrow more grievous, burdens more heavy, difficulties 
more insoluble. By their discouraging philosophy they make hearts weaker 
and knees more feeble. They discover unpleasant things and are at pains 
to point them out. They discover unexpected dangers and tell us 
allaboutthem. They search out difficultiesand obstac!es, and proclaim 
them. They bring an evil report of a g»od land, aud bring disaster on 
God's children. They deter men from following the few good men and 
true, who have seen the vision and have heard the voice. They deem 
themselves pradent, rather than pessimistic. But it is a prudence, that 
is a foe to progress, even when it assumes the garb of religion. It stands 
trembling in the presence of every new thought. It shivers at every 
mivancement of knowledge. It would rather-return to the old Egypt of 
igoorance, idolatry, and slavery, than make a conscious effort to attain 
the promised land. . 

A modern helpful writer (Dr. L. P. Jacks) has well expressed 
the proper outlook for those who would report truly on life’s great 
adventure, “So far,” he says, “asl am able to understand these high 
matters, there is no such thing as getting rid of religious perplexities. 
But there is such a thing as exchanging the p: rplexities which depress 
and weaken our nature for those which exalt and strengthen it. This 
world is ill adapted to the fearful and the unbelieving; but most 
exquisitely adapted to the loyal, the lovingand thé brave. To poltroonery 
of one kind or another the Spirit makes no concessions; it wears the face 
of a bard master to all pusillanimous demands. To its own children it is 
not only gracious batfaithfal. It gives them commissions bearing the 
siga-mannual of God, shares their perplexities, goes with them into their 
battles, stands by them in their time of need, interprets their bright 
hours to a tenfold brightness, and changes the mystery of their pain from 

ap uafatbomable darkness to an unfathomable light.” 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 
Sabbath ndyy, Numbers xiii., 1—xv., 41. 


XIII., 23. “The valley of Eshcol.” It is usually assumed that the 
place is here given its name in advance, and really received its designa- 
tion subsequently, as mentioned in the next verse. But this is not quite 
certain. Verse 24 reads like an interpolation, and appears to be an 
explanatory note added later to account for the name of the valley. 
Eshcol, as a proper noun, is found in Genesis xiv., 13, and it is perhaps 
significant that the man is described as the brother of “ Mamre the 
Amorite,” while Mamre is associated with Hebron in Genesis xiii., 1%. 


_ Robiason (“Biblical Researches in Palestine,” I., p. 316) therefore sup- 


posed that “the name of the valley was not improbably derived from that 
of his (Abraham's) companion Eshcol.” Thename may have been confirmed 
in the age of Moses through its connection with the journey of the spies. 
The Bible offers other examples of a place-name being determined by more 
than one event. Beer-sheba is a good illustration, and two distinct 
accounts of its origin are given in Genesis xxi., 31, and xxvi., 33. 
Similarly Jacob confirmed the name Bethel (Genesis xxxy., 15) as belonging 
to the place which he had previously designated as such (xxviii., 19). 

However that be, Robinson gives the following graphic description of 
the spot which the spies visited: “The road leads up the valley for a 
short time (i.e., after leaving Hebron), and then up a branch coming 
from the North-East. The path is here paved, or rather laid unevenly with 
large stones, in the manner of a Swiss mountain road. It passes 
between the walle of vineyards and olive-yards ; the former chiefly in 
the valley, and the latter on the slopes of the hills, which are in many 
parts built up in terraces. These vineyards are very fine and produce 
the largest and best grapes in all the country. This valley is generally 
assumed to be the E.sbcol of the Old Testament, whence the spies 
brought back the cluster of grapes to Kadesh ; and apparently not with- 
out reason. ‘Ibe character of its fruit still corresponds to its ancient 
celebrity ; and pomegranates and figs, as well as apricots, quinces and 
the like, still grow there in abundance.” 

“A pole between two.” The scene as it is usually visualised—a large 
bunch of grapes tied to a wooden bar slong over the shoulders of two 
men—is not warranted by the Hebrew text, nor does it conform to Rabbinic 
tradition. In fact the Talmud declares that it required eight men to 
carry the cluster, and O°3W2 is understood as meaning “on two 
poles.” This cxplanation is much more probable, since it is very 
doubtfal whether the Hebrew can mean “between two men.” 
We ougbt in that case to have expected words corresponding to 
“upon the shoulders of two of them.” Further, however large the 
cluster may have been, its weight.could not have been so heavy as to be 
too great for one man to carry, if it-were tied toa pole. It is preferable, 
then, to follow the Rabbis and imagine that the cluster had to be divided 
into two because of its immense size. The translation of BIO by.“ pole” 
is also uncertain. The word occurs again in iv., 10, 12, where it is men- 
tioned as the means by which the various utensils of the Sanctuary were 


transported from place to place. In such a connection a,“ pole ” hardly 


seems to be the thing that would have been used, and some sort of frame- 
work forming a receptacle appears to be more likely. Here, too, a kind 
of tray may be intended. 

Verse xxviii. “ The cities are fortified.” Archeological discoveries 
enable us to appreciate how formidable were the fortifications of these 
ancient cities. Professor Flinders Petrie unearthed the walls of an 
Amorite city belonging to that period, and they were found to be “ built 
of crude brick, and as much as twenty-eight feet eight inches in thick- 
ness” (Sayce, “ Higher Criticisms and the Monuments,” p. 288). Welearn 
from Joshua ii, 15, that houses were erected on the walls of Jericho, 

Verse xxx. The modern commentators maintain that this verse and 
the following to the end of the chapter are out of plece, since nothing had 
yet been mentioned of the people’s murmuring ; but, as is so frequently 
the case in the Scriptures, we are first given a short summary of the 
event and then a more detailed account. The first section of Chapter xiv 
is an amplification of verses 30.33.

His kindly patience and desire to help wherever 
and whomsoever he could, have been unvarying during his long ministry, 
and itis not too much to say that this modest and cultured gentleman has 
made @ friend of every one of his congregants. Never have I heard anything 
but what was amiable of him, or aught that did not do credit to the man 
and the office he held. Characteristic of him was his friendship for the 
wrongly convicted Oscar Slater, in whose innocence his. belief never 
faltered during all the long years when the prison doors were closed upon 
the erstwhile convict. Mr. Slater himself told me that it was largely due 
to Mr. Phillips and his constant kindliness that he was able to endure the 
terrible strain of some eigteen years of undeserved punishment. Mr. 
Phillips is a native of Adelaide, Australia, and was educated at Chelten- 
ham (where his father was Minister) and at Jews’ ‘College. May bis 
remaining years be in comfort and content!

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A Jewish Secondary School.

An important Jewish Secondary School is to be opened in 
September next, at Alexandra Villas, Finsbury Park, N. (writes a 


representative of THE JrwIsH 
CHRONICLE), The Principal will be 
the distinguished Rabbi Dr. V. Schén- 
feld, who acted as Inspector of Jewish 
Schools in Palestine. To him is due 
the foundation of the School. 

It is interesting to recall that asimilar 
school existed in this country about forty 
years ago. It was situated in Finsbury 
Square and was attached to Jews’ College. 

In an interview which I have had with 
Dr. Schonfeld, I was told thata Committee 
had been at work for the establishment of 
the School for the last two years. 

“We are about to draw up a Constitu. 
tion for the School and to appoint a Board 
of Governors, who will then elect their own Chairman and will consist of 
laymen,” said Rabbi Schodnfeld. 

“The aim of the School,” he continued, “is to educate boys to 
become good Jews. That implies inthe first place the cultivation of a 
high standard of personal and social morality, based on the teachings of 
Judaism. Good citizenship must obviously form an important part of 
such training. A thorough knowledge of Judaism at its sources, as wel! as 
a sound general education that brings the boys into close contact with the 
best achievements of the buman race in science and literature, are the 
main avenues by which we shall endeavour to reach this object. The 
systematic training of character, however, based on close and scientific 
observation of the boys’ inclinations and abilities, will occupy an 
important part in our system of education. 

“The curriculum of the school is planned on the lines of a public 
secondary school, and we are making arrangements for a recognised 
examining body to imspect the school periodically. All boys will 


participate in a course that will lead up to the London Matriculation; 


Attention will, however, be paid to the special inclinations of boys, and 
they will be prepared for other examinations, too. Commercial subjects 
will be taken in the higher forms for the benefit of the boys who intend 
ehoosing a business career. Close touch with the parents will be main- 
tained to guide the boys along the right path.” 

‘How many pupils have you already?” I asked. 

.° “So far,” said Drs Schinfeld, “ we have about a dozen.” 

Boys and girls?” 

“No, boys only. The school is not for girls. 

“ The ages at which the boys are to be admitted,” explained the Rabbi, 

«will range from 10 to 17. The School House at present can comfortably 
accommodate from 100 to 120 pupils, but there is room for extension ; and 
I feel sure that s"ch extension will later on become necessary.” 

“Why,” I asked, “ has no provision been made for girls ? ” 

“ Well,” replied Dr. Schénfeld, “the undertaking for boys is at the 
moment big enough to goonwith. But that does not mean that there will 
not later on be a similar school for girls as well. 
venture succeeds, we shali be only too glad to see similar schools opened 
up in other parts of London, and we shall be happy’to have been the 
pioneers in this enterprise.” 

I mentioned the word “theology” (says our representative), when 
Dr. Sch5nfeld said he wished to make it perfectly clear that the school 
weuld in no sense bea theological institution, but that a boy trained at 
the school would, if he later on decided to take up theology, be the better 
fitted to de so. 

“ With regarito the subjects to be taught, there is to be a 
systematic and well-graduated course in Biblical and post-Biblical litera- 
ture, which will acquaint the boys with the spiritual treasures of Israel. 
By these means the boys will be made to realise their obligations as sons 
of the Jewish people. Hebrew as spoken in Palestine will be one of the 
languages taken for matriculation. ‘This will greatly facilitate the study 
of Jewish literature. Other subjects to be taught will be the Eng)ish 
language, literature and composition, German, French and Latin, 
arithmetic, mathematics, mechanics, physies and chemistry; nature 
study and biology; history, geography, vocal music and commercial 
subjccts.” 

How-de you-propose-to- divide the time ?” | 

“ Two or three hours daily to Hebrew and other Jewish subjects, and 
the rest to secular ones,” was the reply. “ This arrangement, we are con- 
vinced, willdo much more for the Hebrew and religious education of 
the boys than is at present done in the Talmud Torahs, to which the 
boys go tired out after a day's work at school. The boys will come 
to us when they are fresh and alert, and Jewish ‘subjects will acquire 
the status of any other subject and not be mére sidelines. Unfor- 
tanately, Hebrew is at present regarded as a third-rate subject, and 
many even regard it as of less importance than music. : 

“At present Jewish children lead an abnormal) life,” went on Dr. 
Schoafeld, “they are harassed aad robbed of their happiness and childhood 
because of the late hours which they keep in having to attend a Talmud 
Torah after their school hours and very often on top of their homework.” 

‘Dr. Schonfeld was very emphatic-on the question of sports. He 
believes that the high airas of the schoo! in the intellectual field can only 
be attained by healthy boys. Great attention will be paid, therefére, 
to the pbysical training of the pupils. In addition to regular lessons in

National Conference. 


[From our Correspondent—‘iew YORK.] 

A National Conference of Jewish Community Centre Secretaries was 
held at Atlantic City, N.J., on June 5th to 7th. 

Mr. Louis Kraft, President of the Association, who opened the Con- 
ference, said that increasing attention is now given to individual members 
of the Jewish Centre. 

Mr. H. L. Glacksman, Executive Director of the Jewish Welfare 
Board, said that at the outset the Young Men's Hebrew Association was 
organised in response to definite needs of Jewish life in America, especially 
as related to youth. But the Jewish Centre felt it now had an important 
and continuing responsibi'ity in fulfilling its obligations to seniors an 
adults. 

A session of educational activities was opened, and papers were 
presented on the varicus aspects of Jewish educational work. Among 
these was an analysis of the objectives of the educational program by 
Mr. A. J. Londow, and a discussion of the educational program of the 
Jewish Centre by Dr. Horace M. Kallen. 

Other subjects discussed were recreation, women's work, parental 
education, camps and membership problems. 


Mr. Abraham W. Rosenthal, of New York City, was elected President 
of the Organisation. 


Proposed American Jewish University. 


Doubtful Prospects. 
[From our Correap New York.) 


The attention of American Jewry ow being given to the proposed 
Jewish University, which is to be built somewhere in Long Island in the 
autumn. 

This project is causing considerable discussion, and opinions are by 
no means unanimous. The Rabbis look upon-the proceedings with a 
feeling akin to resignation, deploring at the same time the fact that such 
a university has been found to be necessary. The Press is generally 
opposed to the idea, the sentiment being that at a time when Jewish 
orgaoisations and leaders are striving to combat discrimination in the 
colleges and minimise the segregation of Jewish students, such a venture 
is out of place and spells defeat to these aims. 

Supporters of the University claim that its purpose is not expressly 
a solation tu the anti-Semitic problem, but rather a desire to make some 
tangible contribution to Jewish culture and learning. As Mr. Murray 
Boxer, the former Assistant United States Attorney, one of the chief 
organisers of the scheme, put it, “it seems reasonable that there ought to 
be some educational institution in which Hebrew culture and learning can 
be stressed, in view of the fact that Jews have contributed so much to the 
support of American U siversities,” 

Some have expressed the opinion that if the idea were taken up by 
such men as Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise and Mr. Louis Marshall the project 
would become popular. A writer in the DAILY FORWARD (‘a Yiddish paper) 
points out that the University is ‘being planned under none too happy 
auspices. Except for one or two well-known figures, he says, the sponsors 
are almost unknown to the Jewish public. 


Important Judicial Decision in America. 


Pledges to Charity can v Enforced. 


[From our YORK.) 


If one took the trouble to add up the sums of money which have becn 
pledged by American Jews toward the various Relief and Palestinian 
campaigns conducted in America since the war, the total would probably 
amount to milliards of dollars. Unfortunately a considerable part of 
these pledges, repeated by many a philanthropist at several “ drives,” 
have never been paid. It has almost become a sport to attend a function, 
to sign publicly a pledge for a substantial amount, obtain adequate 
publicity in the press, and then to ignore all demands for payments. So 
gradually, the word “ pledges” has become in American Jewish life an 
expression of mockery, and it is natural for an American, when he reads 
a report of a meeting, to ask, “does the collected sum consist of * pledges’ 
or money?” 

The Joint Distribution Committee bas however, dicscided to fight this 
cynical attitude. Considering the pledges as an obligation it has intro- 
duced a new practice of suing the people who deliberately do not bononr 
their pledges. It has just obtained judgment against Mr. Leon Philips, 
President of §. Philips and Son, who in 1926 pledged 500 dollars and 
has not yet paid the money. The case was tried by Judge Miron Suiz- 
berger, who gave judgment for thé plaintiff with costes, pointing out that 
a pleige given to a charitable organisation has the same validity as any 
other monetary obligation. 


“Mushroom” Synagogues. 
Legislation to be Invoked. 
[From our Currespondent.—New YORK | 
“Mushroom ” Synagogues are coming in for a great dea! of criticism 
again by American Rabbis, and it is proposed by the Associated Presidents 
of Jewish Congregations in Brooklyn to petition for legislation to abolish 
these frauds. The synagogues have become 80 prolific in number that 
immediate action is deemed urgent. The “ Mushroom ” synagogues are 
described as being “ organised by Cantors without jobs, or so-called Rabbis 
without pulpits, for the purpose of making money for the organisers.” 
Services are generally held in hired halls or motion picture theatres, and 
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the ventures are advertised in advance in a highly theatrical manner. 
The object of the petition in contemplation for increased legisiation is to 
obtain an amendment in the penal law making it an offence to organise 


religious services for profit. 


Chazanim in America. 
Objection to Competition for Posts.

Incendiarism in America. 
Jewish Houses Burnt Down.

The authorities of Milwaukee, in the United States, are investigating 
a case of incendiarism by the neighbours of Jews at a summer resort 
eighteen miles from the town. A Jew, Mr. Samuel Melzer, erected there 
a number of summer residences which be used to let to Jews. The local 
anti-Semites objected to what they styled the Jewish invasion. Last 
summer two residences were burnt down, but the case against the 
neighbours could not be proved, This year all the remaining ten resi- 
dences were set on fire one night, and were all burnt down. This time 
it is quite evident, however, that the fire was due to incendiarism. Mr. 
Melzer has received a letter thre@tening him with death, if he continues 
to let bis houses to “dirty Jews®, 


Synagogue Consecrated in Brazil. 
— 
Completion of Five Years) Work at Sao Paulo.

On the 9th of June—Rosh Hodesh Sivan—at Sao Paulo, just one year 
after the laying of the foundation stones, Dr. I. Raffalovich, Chief 
Rabbi of Brazil, duly consecrated the first Synagogue in Brazil, Shaaré 
Rahamim. This Synagogue, built by the Sociedade Communidade 
Israclita dos Sephardim de Sao Paulo, represents the effort of a devoted 
band of pioneers who, for the past five years, have tirelessly applied 
themselves to their labour of love, and the whole cost of site and building 
has been collected from a commuuity of about fifty-five families, with 
the assistance of many donations from our Ashkenazi brethren. The total 
cost represents somewhere about £5,500, 


The General Situation in Posen. 
—— 
Anti-Semitism Increasing Again. 
[From our Correspondent—WARSAW.] 


I was in Posen last week and had conversations with the leaders of 
the Jewish Community there, and with Mr. B. Kac, the Director of the 
Jewish Co-operative Bank in Posen. 

Before the war, l’osen which belonged then to Germany, had a Jewish 
commupity of about 6,000-7,000 souls. But soon after Germany lost 
Posen to Poland practically all the Jews left on account of the treatment 
they received from the Poles. Only the very poor and a few of the middle 
class Jews remained. Those who leftsoldall their goods for a few zlotys, 
and the next week had to seek relief at the German relief houses

The thousand Jews who stayed were gradually augmented by Jews 
from other parts of Poland, and now Posen hasa Jewish community of 
over two thousand souls, of whom five hundred are German Jews and the 
remainder comprise Jews from all parts of Poland, including Lithuanian 
Jews, who take a prominent part in Jewish communal affairs. 

Up to a fortnight ago the Jews lived in Posen enjoying peace and 
liberty enough to devote their time to earning a livitg. True the com- 
munity itself played no part in the general life of the town. They had 
no representative on the town council, nor was their Rabbi or representa- 
tive ever invited to take any part in municipal affairs. But life was 
bearable, and the Jews thought that after what they had suffered 
immediately after the war, days of peace had at last arrived. But all 
this was destroyed a few weeks ago, when a crowd lead by students of 
Posen University attacked the Jews and smashed the windows in the two 
Synagogues, and Jewish public libraries and in private Jewish houses. 

I saw the Synagogues. One of them built over a hundred years ago, 
called the “Synagogue of Rabbi Akiba Aiger,” regarded as the most 
beautiful Synagogue in Europe. In this Synagogue all the windows of the 
southern side were smashed. 

Not far away is the “ New Synagogue.” It was built in 1906, and 
cost over a million German gold marks, Here, too, many windows have 
been broken. 

The general feeling is that Posen is getting more and more anti- 
Semitic, and that Jewish traders in the city and around will have to wind 
up their businesses if anti-Semitism is allowed to continue openly as it 
exists now, advocated in the various leaflets and press articles calling on 
people to boycott Jewish shops.

—— 

Latest Innovation in Germany. 

[From our Correspondent—BERLIN.} 


The inventive genius of the German Jewish “ Liberal” has really no 
limit. In their desire to be up-to-date and to adjust the services in their 
Reform Synagogues to the latest mechanical developments, they have 
now gone as far as to substitute a gramophone forthe Chazan. It may 
sound like a joke, but it is a fact and is quite in line with another sugges- 
tion—to introduce “ Tephilah-b’radio.” No wonder the Jewish cantors 
in Germany are alarmed lest the idea of a Gramophone Cantor may be 
accepted by other Jewish communities. The /uedische Reform Gemeindebas 
just made a set of records, 114 in all, giving a complete reproduction of the 
Liturgy as used in its Synagogue. The records were speciaily made for 
them by one of the biggest gramophone companies. Another company 
built an appropriate apparatus with an amplifying attachmentand a device 
which automatically changes the records. It is intended to use this 
apparatus as a substitute for the cantor and choir. 

What has prompted the Reform Gemeinde to adopt such a radical 
change is not quite clear, Reasons of economy? Desire to help smaller 
communities enjoy Synagogue music? Or the wish to free the Synagogue 
services from every connection with tradition? As the institution of a 
Chacan has for some time been abolished in the Reform Gemeinde, and as 
the community prays to the accompaniment of the organ and choir, it is 
difficult to understand the purpose of the records. It is rather doubtful 
whether the “ Liberals " expect more religious fervour and deeper feeling 
in their Synagogue from the machine. It seems more likely that 
behind this innovation is a hunt after sensations which may attract the 
public. The “de-souling ” of the reform services will be completed by 
this mechinisation. 

In the meantime the gramophone service idea is causing grave concern 
to hundreds of Chazanim, who are afraid that they may be put into the 
position of the weavers on the introduction of mechanical looms. 


Religious Autonomy in Roumania. 


Undesirable Effect of New Bill. 


[From our Correspondent—BUCHAREST., | 

Great consternation has been aroused in all Jewish circles by the 
overnment Bill presented to Parliament, which provides that every 
religious community should have autonomous rights, The Bill in the 
view of the Jewish leaders, without distinction of party, can only have 
one effect on Jewry, and that will be to destroy the unity of the Jewish 
communities and introduce endless splits. The members of the Jewish 
Parliamentary Club, the heads of the Jewish National Club and other 
leading Jews have interviewed the Premier, Mr. Maniu, who has 

promised to examine the Jewish objections. 
The extraordinary Congress of the Ol@ Rumanian Jewish Communities 


in Bucharest, has confirmed the-attitude of the Jewish leaders. The 


Congress declared that the Bill endangered the existence of the Jewish 


and proclaimed in its power to 


preserve the present status of the Communities. 


First Jewish Soviet Established, 
Hopes for Better Times. 
[From our Correspondent—Moscow, } 

The first Jewish Soviet has been established in Bareabeidzan, in 
Siberia, in a village near Ekaterinskolsk. A Jewish Agricultural Credit 
Co-operative has also been opened there. In addition to the old four 
hundred Jewish settlers another three- hundred settlers have arrived in 
Bureabeidzan. Four hundred more arrivals are shortly expected. The 
machines sent by the American Jewish Society in aid of the Russo- 
Jewish Colonisation work, have already reached Bureabeidzan. 

The head of the Agrojoint, Dr. J. Rosen, reports that in general the 
harvest in the colonies has g°0d prospects, except perbaps in the 
Zaporoszie and Mariupol districts. That the feeling of confidence among 
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the colonists is being restored and that many families that left the 
colonies during the bad times are returning. In the Zaporoszie district 
the preparations for the opening of the Jewish region are in progress. 
The Government Committee for Jewish Land Settlement has voted a 
grant towards the arrangements. It is also declared that the non-Jewish 
villages in the district have agreed to be included in the Jewish region. 


Vocational Training for Jews in Russia. 


Report of the Agro-Joint. 


The report of the Agro-Joint for the period 1925 to 1928, published by 
the United Jewish Campaign, reveals the eagerness of the Jewish youth 
of Rassia to acquire training which will qualify them for productive 
employment, and the equal eagernicss of the communities to rescue their 
young people from unemployment. During these three years #8.6 per 
cent. of the budget for the maintenance of vocational training schools 
was subscribed by the communities themselves, and 14,535 people 
received vocational training in 49 institutions. 2,264 Agro-Joint scholar- 
ship holders graduated during this inclusive period. 

The report also contains a budget for the period ending 1952 and an 
appeal for the expansion of the good work already done. 


Plight of Jewish Children in Russia. 
Serious Results of Food Shortage. 


Reports which are reaching the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisa- 
tions reveal a pathetic state of affairs among Jewish children in Kussia. 
The effects of prolorged s‘arvation, and the extremely bad condilions 
under which they are forced to live, are apparent everywhere, and disease 
is taking a terrible toll of these poor sufferers. Special investigations 
bave been made by the Medical Section of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee in Moscow, and, according to their report, 70 per cent. of the 
children of “declissed” Jews are infected with some form of tubercu- 
losis, while the number of children suffering from trachoma has greatly 
increased, and blindness is a frequent consequence. In other ways, 
Jewish children have been badly hit by the privations of the past few 
years, 


The Jewish Theatre in Poland. 


Bleak Outlook. 


[From our Correspondent—WARSAW.} 
A conference of Jewish theatrical artists in Poland was held recently 
in Warsaw. About fifty delegates from all parts of the country were 
present. The delegates described the bad conditions of the Jewish 


theatre and its artists in Poland. No English reader will believe it when 
be reads that the finest artists on the Jewish stage, namely the members 


_Of the Vilna Troupe, earn a maximum of 100 zlotys (i.e. £2 7s.) per week. 


It is still worse with other artists. Those in the provinces suffer and 
struggle for months, especially in the summer, hardly earning enough to 
keep themselves on dry bread. 

The main reason why the Jewish theatres in this country are in such 
& Critical position is that the Jewish theatre-goers prefer to visit non- 
Jewish theatres where the plays are staged better and more richly than 
in the Jewish theatres. Most of the non-Jewish theatres are subsidised 
by the towns and have sufficient capital to produce new plays and order 
new dresses and scenery, whereas the Jewish theatres get no help what- 
ever and must stage old plays with old costumes and poor scenery, besides 
hiring poor theatres for their productions. 

Another reason is that the Jewish intelligentsia do not visit Jewish 
theatres atall. The younger generation, again, is brought up to speak 
the Polish language. 


Unemployed Jews in the Ukraine. 
Work on Dairy Farms to be Provided. 


_From our Correspondent— Moscow. |} 

The Government Committee for Jewish Land Settlement in Rassia 
states that there are a hundred thousand Jewish families in the Ukraine, 
who have no permanent cecupations and who are mostly unemployed. 
The Committee is seeking means to place about 50,000 Jews on dairy and 
poultry farms and gardens, which will be run on the collective system. 
Ukraine already possesses about 12,0°0 Jewish dairy farms and gardens. 
According to the estimate of the Jewish Communist Section, about 
900,000 Jews in hussia are more or less unemployed.

Mr. Shalom Ash on the Task of the Pen Club.

Youth's Jealousy Crime. 
Jewish Fratricide Sentenced.

How a Tsadick found the Culprit.

The Tsadick of Bobov in Eastern Galicia has gained great fame in 
Poland for his clever handling of a murder case. At Kamionka, a peasant 
was found murdered, and a few: peasants testified that a local Jew, Mr. 
Beler, was the murderer. They proved that a few days before the murder 
Mr. Dilevsky quarrelled with Mr. Beler and thrashed him. Mr. Beler 
was arrested and his fate seemed to be sealed. His son, who suspected 
three peasants of the murder, rushed to the Bobover Tsadick for advice. 
The Tsadick asked him to go home and request the authorities im his 
name to summon the arrested Jew and the three suspected peasants to 
the funeral of Mr. Bilevsky. Before the funeral the Jew and the three 
peasants were to be told that they had to grasp the hand of the deceased, 
but that the deceased would retain the hand of the real murderer. The 
authorities agreed to follow the advice of the Bobover Tsadick, who was 
well-known to them. The arrested Jew and one peasant grasped the 
hand of the deceased without a murmur. One peasant, however, declared 


that he was afraid to do so, and finally he confessed that he was the real 
murderer.

Mrs. Model 
expressed the appreciation of the Committee for the gift of £100 from a 
friend who wished to remain anonymous and the donation of £50 from 
Lady Erleigh, and said that they had received the approval of the 
Ministry of Health for the extension. 

Viscountess ERLE!IGH, in declaring the extension open, said that she 
bad always derived considerable pleasure from her visits to the Nursery, 
where the standard was undoubtedly high and the work done admirable. 
She thought that the extension which turned the schoolroom into an 
open air nursery was a great improvement. She stressed the great benefits 
of an open air nursery, and speaking on Day Nurseries in general, 
expressed the opinion that if they were not careful, they would be 
«wamped out by the Nursery Schools. She had no objection to Nursery 
Schools, which were indeed excellent, but they did not supplant the need 
for Day Schools. 

Mrs. MODEL, in presenting the Report and balance-sheet, said there 
had been an increase of over 2,00) attendances on last year’s figures. 
The children had been given as much air as possible in aslum district, 
and they received excellent attention from their Medical Officer of Health, 
Dr. B. Morris, who attended daily, and the Matron whose influence with 
the mothers, as well, was very far-reaching. They also had a very good 
committee which gave a dance every year and secured the money which 
enabled the children to go away on their ansual holiday. Mrs. Model 
said she had jast come from abroad and it was her opinion that, on the 
whole, they could not beat the babies of this country. So far as the 
children born in the East End were concerned, she did not think they 
could beat those who were under the care of their Matron. She also 
expressed her thanks for the gift from the family of the late Sir Isidore 
and Lady Spielmann to support two cots in their memory. 

Dr. ALICE HUTCHISON, in proposing the adoption of the Report, said 
that Day Nurseries must extend their work by coming to the help of 
those mothers who were living with their children in one or two ‘rooms. 
Dr. Hutchison also expressed the opinion that the best period at which 
to begin the education of the baby was when it commenced to sit up and 
use its hands. 

Mr. ALEXANDER L. HOWARD, J.P., seconded the adoption of the 
iieport, which was carried. 

The Rev. HAROLD F. REINHART proposed the re-election of the 
Committee with the addition of Mrs. Finburgy, Mrs. Speyer and Mrs. 
Lett rtt, and a vote of thanks to the Medical Officér and Staff. This was 
seconded by Mrs. HAROLD MARKS. 

Dr. B. MORRIS replied.

the physical development of the boys and advise parents. 

ihe hours of attendance will be 9.15 to 12.45, and from 2 to 5. The 

home-work will not necessitate the pupils working later than about six or 
Seven in the evening. 

“The question may be asked,” said Dr. Schinfeld, “ why should Jews 
separate themselves from the rest of the Community by having a school 
of their own, and why should they not mix with other boys? My answer 
1s that every other religious denomination has a school of its own, and it 
has been proved that those who leave these Denominational Schools have 
reached as high a position as those who have been to Undenominational 
Schools. Moreover, at the non-Jewish schools the Jewish boy experiences 
a kind of ‘minority complex’ that accompanies him throughout life. 
Lack of boyish happiness is the cause which ultimately leads to restless- 
ness and to a spirit of revolt. 
Jewish boys of disobedience and arrogance. 

“It is our intention to admit non-Jewish boys and to have non-Jewish 
Masters as well. The Headmaster chosen, Mr. C. A. Smith, M.A., is a 
non-Jew.” 

In reply to more questions Dr. &chinfeld said the School was not 
being run in connection with any Synagogue, but members of various 
byDagogues in the neighbourhood were on the Committee. 


“We have bought the house,” said Rabbi Schénfeld, in conclusion, : 


“and we have sufficient money in hand to carry on for the first four or five 
years of the school’s working. We are in touch with the Board of 
Education and they are very sympathetic and helpfal. They have given 
us the services of their Inspectors to assist and advise us and we are 
assured that, provided the school proves a success after four or five years 
and shows that it fulfils a need, it will receive a Government grant that 
will cover all our deficits.” 

Dr. Schénfeld also stressed the fact that to English boys in particular 
who have a chance of joining the Palestine Civil Service the knowledge 
of modern Hebrew acquired at the School will prove a great asset,

The overdraft at the Bank was £1,484, which proved the 
serious financial position of the Institation.

Jewish Board of Guardians. 


(From our Correspondent.) 


The monthly meeting was held at the Jewish Young Men's Institute 
on Sunday. Councillor H. Morris, J.P., was in the chair. The Rev. Dr. 
J. ABELSON, M.A., on behalf of the Board, moved a vote of congratulation 
to Councillor Morris on becoming a magistrate. A vote of condolence 
was passed with Mr. Philip Godlove on the loss of bis wife. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, it was agreed to pay the annual 
subscription of £10 10s. to the Leeds Public Dispensary. 

The Treasurer, Mr. STANLEY LIGHTMAN, submitted the financial 
statement from February ist to June 30th. He said that the sum of £250 
had not yet been paid on the Passover Account, so that together with 
other liabilities there was a considerable deficit. The Victor Lightman 
Loan Fund, he said, had granted loans amounting to £4,050 for the period. 
The fund was financially in a critica! stage, and he appealed to the 
Community for the loan of further sums of money. 

The CHAIRMAN, in endorsing Mr. Lightman’s appeal, said that speak- 
ing generally the activities of the Loan Fand were satisfactory. The 
calls by borrowers, however, were more numerous than they had ever 
been, and he appealed for at least another £1,009 immediately. 

Speaking on behalf of the Investigaticn Committee, Mr. W. KRISTALL 
sail that 153 old cases had r cently been investigated in order to see if 
it was possible to effect a reduction in outlays, but that was found to be 
impracticable. On the contrary, there were many cases where the relief 
had to be increased. 

Mr. 8. H. Lyons, Chairman of the Industrial Committee, said that he 
and his colleagues were doing their utmost to find employment for boys 
and girls at school leaving age. Mrs. J. FRIEND appealed for parcels of 
clothing for distribution among the poor. 

The CHAIRMAN reported on the new premises for the Poard. The 
completion of the purchase, he said, must legally take place on or before 
the 16th of July. The total amount needed was £1,400. He re‘erre. 
also to the success of the matzo collection, which realised £550. 


Proposed Jewish Arbitration Court. 


At a recent meeting of the local B'nai B'rith Lodge, at which Mr. 
Lyla Goodman presided, a discussion was held on the possibility and 
desirability of creating for Leeds and district an Arbitration Court 
whereby it would bs possible to deal with Jewish disputes, and prevent 
them being ventilated in public. 

Mr. D. I. SANDELSON, O.B.E., said that it frequently happened that 
differences arose among Jews, which, when discussed in the Police Court 
or the County Court, did not reflect any particular credit upon the name 
of Jew. From his own knowledge and experience of the Courts, he knew 
that the latter were prepared to treat with seriousness and respect any 
decisions which would te arrived at by a Jewish Court composed of 
responsible and representative members of the Community. Jewish 
Courts of the kind they were suggesting for Leeds, were already starting 
to function in other large Jewish centres, and Leeds needed such an 
organisation. 

After the discussion, in which Councillor Morris, J.P., Messrs. A. 
Frais, H. M. Simans, S. Hurwitz I. Kauffman, 8S. Lubelski, M. Levey, 
D. Fox and B, Harrison participated, it was decided that a recommenda- 
tion be presented to the Executive of the Lodge to proceed with a further 
investigation into the ways and means for the formation of such a Court.

During his tenure of office as Home Secretary,“Lord Jix,”as it has been 
suggested the late Home Secretary should be titled, had occasion to attend 
more than one function arranged for Jewish charities, such, for instance, 
as the Appeal Dinner for the Shelter, and he gave evidence that he 
was strongly sympathetic in his attitude towards the Jewish Community. 
A Home Secretary is brought into close touch with the daily life of 
the public, and in the discharge of his difficult office it is only natural that 
some of his actions should be subject to criticism. Viscount Brentford 
will be affectionately remembered by his Jewish friends, with whom he 
was so often brought into contact. 


A boys’ club in New York has encouraged the artistic talent of its 
members by offering prizes and travelling scholarships for mural paintings, 
to decorate the walls, and also for scenery for amateur plays.

Sir Matthew Nathan made an appropriate chairman at the Gold 
Coast Civil Service dinner at the Hotel Victoria last week, for 
he was Governor of the Gold Coast from 1900 to 1903. Sir Matthew 
comes from a distinguished Jewish family whose members have 
been in the front rank of public service. Hewas Administrator for the 
Government of Sierra Leone in 1890, and after leaving the Gold Coast he 
was Governor of Hong Kong from 1903 to 1907. He was Governor of 
Natal from 1907 to 1909, and he then returned to England and filled the 
important post of Secretary to the Post Office from 1909 to 1911. He 
subsequently filled any number of administrative positions, including the 
Chairmanship of the Board of Inland Revenue and the Under-Secretary- 
ship of Ireland. During the War he was employed in London's Defences 
and was Secretary to the Ministry of Pensions from 1916 to 1919. 


After the War he was, in 1920, appointed Governor of Queensland and 
served in that position for six years. Sir Matthew has done much 
 soldiering,” as he served in the Nile Expedition of 1885 and the 
Lushai Expedition four years later, for which he received the Medal with 
Clasp. He was originally a Cadet in the Royal Engineers—-when he was 
only eighteen years of age—and he became Cobonel in that famous 
regiment in 1907. He !was later Colonel of another famous regiment, 
viz., the Durham Light Infantry. 


_ IT recently referred in this column to the Frieburg Passion Play in 
New York, produced by Jewish playwrights, which had created intense 
controversy among the Jewish population of thatcity. It appears that

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About Books. 


Scott's “Ivanhoe.” 
“Cerprens oF Repecca Gratz,” edited by Dr. David Philipson 
(Jewish Publication Society of America, Philadelphia), presents a vivid 
picture of the delightful personality who stands forth as one of the 
glories of American Jewish womanhood. The interest in Rebecca Grats 
(1741.1869) arises chiefly from the quite universally accepted tradition 
that she was the original of the noble Jewess Rebecca in Sir Walter 
Seott’s “Ivanhoe,” declared by so competent a critic as Thackeray to 
he “the sweetest character in the whole range of fiction.” Rebecca 
Gratz was brought to the attention of Walter Scott through Washington 
Irving. Maria Fenno, an intimate friend of Miss Gratz, married Judge J. 
Ogden Hoffman, of New York. His youngest daughter, Matilda, was the 
fiancée of Washington Irving, who learned to know the lovely Philadelphia 
Jewess in the Hoffman home, where she was a frequent visitor. Matilda 
Hoffman died at the early age of eighteen and Irving remained true to 
her memory. Im 1415 he went to Lurope and learned to know Scott in 
1417. Scott had then in mind the writing of a novel with Jews as 
characters. He must have discussed this project with Irving, for in 
a letter to Irving, written after the appearance of “ Ivanhoe,” in 1519, he 
asked, “iow do you like Rebecca’ Does the Rebecca I have pictured 
compare well with the pattern given’” This clearly establishes the 
connection between the two Rebeccas. I¢ is reported that Miss Gratz, 
when asked whether she was the original of Scott's Rebecca, answered, 
“They say so, my deat.” In the letter of April 4th, 1830, written 
to her sister-in-law, Mrs. Maria Gist Gratz, she makes reference 
to the subject which establishes a connection between her and 
the famous fictional character.

It contains the most useful and most 
frequent words in the English language, with every important variation 
in meaning and corresponding equivalent, consistent with accuracy and 
brevity. By the judicious use of appropriate abbreviations a great deal 
of valuable and practical information is thus condensed. An original 
feature is the alphabetical list of geographical names and their corre- 
sponding adjectival forms. The difficult parts of irregular verbs are 
arranged in alphabetical order, and each word is construed with its root 
and meaning. The genders of all nouns are indicated, and the transitive, 
intransitive, and reflexive usages of all verbs are shown. This volume 
marke a distinct advance on the first edition, and will prove of great 
assistance to students in their attempts to render English into correct

have devoted their lives to vitalising Hebrew Education here know that 
the contrary is true, and that its position is worse than ever before. 

Donbtless the intentions of the individuals responsible for our educa- 
‘ional institutions are good, but so were those of the bear in the fable, 
who in order to drive away an insect from the forehead of his friend 
map, cast a stone and killed his friend. 

Specially interesting in this connection is the recent report of the 
Manchester Joint Educational Board; for while that of the War 
Memorial at least confines itself to the work it has achieved, the former 
regards itself as totally above criticism and pours its vials of scorn on the 
private Chedarim and Melamdim, in the belief that if only these latter 
could be brought under its supervision, as the butchers under that of the 
Shechita Board, all would be well in the werld of Anglo-Jewish Education, 

The reasons stated are: firstly, lack of trust in the ability of 
parents to make an efficient choice of capable teachers; secondly, that 
private teachers utilise antiquated methods and are incapable; thirdly 
that inspection by the War Memorial is never allowed because, according 
to the statement of a member of the Board who has made an enquiry into 
the state of Jewish education in Manchester and published a memorandum 
thereon, every private teacher is of the opinion that he is superior to the 
examiner, in which opinion there may be read a grain of truth; and, 
lastly, the difficulty of obtaining efficient and capable teachers. 

I hold no brief for the private Chedarim. Iam fully aware of all the 
faults and the absolute necessity of discovering ways and means to 
ameliorate the situation, as well as of the fact that many teachers would 
be far better emp'oyed otherwise. But one would like to know whether 
the qualifications of all those employed by institutions affiliated to the 
Board are of a higher order than those possessed by the much ridiculed 
and scoffed-at Melamdim. Any reader 0° your journal caring to compare 
qualifications would, I feel assured, discover that those of even the worst 
of private teachers are superior, or at least equal, to those of the teachers 
employed by the Institutions. 

It is true that the standard of many of the private Chedarim is not 
very ‘high ; but who is responsible? Is it not our public educational 
institutions, for the former simply act as a mirror to the latter? The 
more the latter progress the more do the former advance, as the private 
teachers are fully aware that unless they keep abreast of synagogue 


classes and the Talmud Torah the number of their pupils will decline. 
Thus the low standard of the public classes determines the general level 
and tone. This indeed has been the root cause of the closing down and 
decline of many private Chedarim, which in their endeavoor to raise the 
general level, could not successfully compete against facts and truths 
diplomatically exagyerated and presented. 

The statement that education suffers because of the inability of the 
parents to discover satisfactory teachers is impertinent. The main fault 
rests in the fact that the English Jew's conception of Judaism corsists cf 
the incorrect reading of a few prayers, the croaking of an Ha/tarah and 
the recital of the Xaddis), And his children are sent to a manufacturer 
where the cost of production of these islow.

Brilliant Young Jewish Painters. 


A JEWISH ART RENASCENCE. 


Paris, as the world’s forcing ground for young artists, seems to 
export its harvests about once every ten or fifteen years. The last group, 
Maric Laurencin, Friesz, Sedonzac, cte., included three Jewish artists 
of conspicuous excellence, Modigtiani, Kfsling and Lipschitz. These 
became known to us shortly after the War, so it may be assumed that 
a new wave is now gathering in volume. I was anxious to know who 
were likely to constitute the Jewish element in this. 


To seek unaided through the galleries and studios of Paris is a nearly 
* impossible task, so I first invoked the assistance of Mr. Leonce Rosen- 
berg, who, though he admits only the very ripest of new artists to his 
famous galleries in the rue de Baume, bas perbaps the keenest eye in the 
world on the walls where they grow. He told me that there was bow 
euch an increase in young Jewish painters of promise that he was 
inclined to regard it as the first stage of a world-wide renascence in 
Jewish art. This opinion, from such an authority, struck me as a most 
important and happy confirmation of the conclusions which bad seemed 
to me indicated by the unprecedentedly high proportion of Jewish 
painters who have figured recently in the best groups in London, and the 
correspondingly low proportion in out-of-date or inferior exhibitions. It 
becomes more and more evident that the tremendous release of imagina- 
tion and creative feeling which is at the root of the modern movement 
has found a response where imitation and sentimentalism found none. 


“Painting in Space.” 


At the Rosenberg Galleries I was shown the work of a highly 
interestiog new artist in Kotschka, an Armenian Jew, who has an entirely 
novel method of his own. We have bad several experiments recently in 
an art form which has long been ignored owing to a popular misconcep- 
tion. Five centuries of European sculpture have been dominated by the 
Greck and a strand in this influence has been the illusion that the Greeks 
a used no colour on their statues. Recently, of course, it has become more 
5 widely known that Greek sculptors lent emphasis and vitality to their 
conceptions by the use of the most vivid colours, and also that the work 
of other civilisations, such as the Egyptian (of which we bave in the 
british Museum, the most delightfully sophisticated masks and busts 
; in black and red and ochre) was as considerable a source of inspiration as 
‘ the Greek. Kotschka, however, bas embarked upon a modification of 
modern experiment in this line, one which diverges only slightly so far, 
but fandamentaliy, so that whem he has developed his idea further, we 
may have a new variety of art form. He has produced “painting in 
space”; that is, not the emphasis by colour of an originally three 
dimensional concept, but the arrangement on three dimensional models 
of ideas conceived in the painter's terms of line and tone. By this he 
achieves the elaboration rendered possible by greater freedom, and by a 
bew command of light and a directness which results from the avoidance 
of illusory recession. 

When be has progressed beyond a very delightful, but rather barren, 
elegance of design, and impressed his new technique into the service of 
the more weighty and complicated ideas it should be fitted to convey, we 
may expect some important results. Meanwhile he produces most 
charming and original decorations, which are, by the way, singularly 
well fitted to grace the new styles of fgriishing, the arbitrary reciangles 
of ordinary pictures being inclined to create discord in an arrangement 
already so complete in itself. | 

in pursuit of the artists mentioned by M. Rosenberg, I next visited 
the Percgier Galleries in the rue de la Boetie nearby, where I found a 
singularly dignified and beautiful study of two heads, by Marcoussis. 
This artist paints with a sevefity reminiscent of the sculpture of Lipschitz, 
making. much use of straight lines, and gaining his effect by great 
sensitiveness to the values of angles. and by delicate gradations of 
tone, strengthened by sudden strong contrasts. He is the most purely 
intellectual of the group. |

| * making bis appearance in the great galleries. He is temperamentally the 

opposite of Marcoussis, in that be is emotional and dramatic, and inclined 
to the most direct technical vehicle of these qualities, Expressionism.

. much of the artist's personality to find its way into the picture, even 
exaggerates it there, so that the work of Katz. is more saturated by 
distinctively Jewish feeling than that of others. This be

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more definite than this primary expressionistic chaos, we may hope for 4 
painter equal to the task of lifting human interest en masse to the plane 
ofart. The path to that achievement is one of the most dangerous an 
artist can tread, but, judging by the development shown over the paint- 
ing of half a dozen canvases, Katz, with his increasing respect for plastic 
values, marked in the greater stability of the compositions, and the 
clearer meaning and definition of the brush-strokes in his later work, is 
at least setting out in the right direction. 

Perhaps the most promising of all is Aberdam, a very young artist 
who has the gift, rare nowadays, of more vivid and genuine ideas than 
his not inconsiderable techni powers can cope with. His canvases 
are consequently highly charged with interest, and bearing as they do 
the marks of a mind grappling with something completely new, yet 
definite to the very first degree, leave one with little doubt that he will 
become one of the leaders of the new generation. 

Two Jewish painters with whom we have already some acquaintance 
are Chagall and Pascin. Chagall has ‘developed a new feeling, con- 
spicuously at variance with the crowded violence of the Russian primitive 
manner by which he is known tous. He now paints much more simple 
subjects, and with a softness and suggestiveness far removed from the 
harshly arbitrary tone of his earlier work. Some new paintings of his in 
gouache, however, still contain the old quality, which is indeed the mark 
of such a distinctive personality that its loss could not easily be compen- 
sated. Pascin has also dev ed a greater softness, but in his case it is 
hard to discover any increase of content or atmosphere, so that it appears 
to be a retrogression towards the rather decadent fluidity of Correggio, 
probably caused by reaction against the severity of the modern style, to 
which this painter has always been temperamentally opposed. 

At the Granoff Galleries, are also specimens of the work of Madame 


* Chana Orloff, who came to Paris from Jaffa, shortly before the war, and 


who is now, taking her rather uneven art at its best, the most consider- 
able woman sculptor I have met with. Although in her more realistic 
presentations, she is inclined to be rather shallow and arid, she has else. 
where that vein of rich and tender feeling which we notice always in the 
delicious over-ripeness of a civilisation, in the late Cretan, or late 
Assyrian for example, and which to-day is evinced in some of the smaller 
works of Maillol, where the classical comic spirit peeps through. In her 
cement-piece of the child, “Ida Chagall,” this spirit is very beautifully 
realised by Madame Orloff, and it informs the handsome curves of * La 
Dame Ala Guitare.” It is to be hoped that we shall soon see some of 
this sculptress’s work in London. K. 


Initiation Society. 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the members of the Initiation Society was 
held on Wednesday at 114, Old Broad Street, E.C. 

The report for 1928, states that during the year ‘63 Wilahs were performed, of 
which 466 were held in public institations; 97 Milahs were an pnapenee in the 
homes of applicants. The Milahs performed last year exceeded in number the 
figure reached in any previous year in the history of the Society. This the 
report attributes to the extension of the Jewish Maternity Home. During the 
year thirteen pupils had been under instruction and nine qualified forregistratior. 

‘or several years the Society had -been gradually reducing its indebtedness to 
its bankers, but there was still a deficit of about £40, and until such time as 
this deficit was wiped out, and the list of donations and subscriptions increased, 
it would be impossible to augment the amount of the benefits which were so 
urgently needed. The support from the London and provincial congregations 
was practically the same as in the previous year. The Committee were grate- 
ful to those who had confributed, but felt that, as practically all Mohelim in the 
provinces had been trained by the Initiation Society, it was only just to look 
on the provinces to supply a portion of the cost of carrying on the work of the 
Society. They hoped that more help would be forthcoming. The initiation of 
a sou into the Holy Covenant of Abraham was a most appropriate occasion for 
remembering the needs of their poor co-religionists upon whom devolved the 
same religious obligation. The Initiation Society was the medium for assisting 
such cases. 

The Right Hon. Lord SWAYTHLING, the President and Treasurer, 
who presided, in moving the adoption of the report, said that the most 
outstanding item in the report was the increase in the number of circum- 
cisions. With regard to finances the deficit had been slightly decreased. 
The contributions from the Provincial Synagogues were still small. The 
Provincial Synagogues were indebted to the Society as being the source 
from which they obtained their Mchelim. Bat forthe Society they would 
be faced with a great difficulty. 

Dayan Dr. FELDMAN, in seconding the adoption of the report, said 
they were very grateful to Dr. J. Snowman (Medical Officer) for the help 
he was giving them. 

Dr. FELDMAN said it was the duty of the Provinc2s and the Colonies 
as much as that of London to support the Organisation irrespective of 
whether they obtained Mohelim for them in auy particular year. He 
hoped that a larger response would be forthcoming. The public recognised 
the necessity of performing the Milah at its proper time, and there had 
been no complaint during the year of any unnecessary postponement. 

Dr. J. SNOWMAN, in supporting the adoption of the report, appealed 
to the Jewish medical men to help the Society by becoming registered 
Mohelim, and said that according to the last register, published at the 
beginning of 1928, there were 190 registered Mohelim in London, of whom 
19 were medical men. In the provinces, out of 55 registered Mohelim 
only three were medical men. These figures showed a very serious 
disproportion.

Mr. JAMES H. SOLOMON 
presided and Mrs. Solomon distributed the awards. 

The proceedings began with a physical training display and singing by 
the janior and senior boys. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the great loss the school had sustained by 
the untimely death of Mr. John Joseph, who had been a manager for 
many years and had thrown the whole of his wonderful energy and 
ability into the work for the welfare of the school. He would 
like to remind them that he himself had been a Manager of the 
school since its foundation. There was at first considerable oppo- 
sition to their starting that school, and those in opposition con- 
sidered that existing arrangements for sending Jewish boys to the 


non-Jewish industrial school at Lewisham were sufficiently satisfactory. 


He paid a tribute to the excellent work of their Superintendent Mr. 
Ellis, and said that Hayes bad established a new era in the work of child 
reclamation. The ideal set up had been reclamation not by means of 
walled play-grounds, locked rooms or cells, but just by rational 
freedom. Their School had never exploited the labour of children in 
order to reduce the cost. Hayes School was one of the first 
schools to introduce regular courses for the boys in metal work and 
wood-work. Physical training had also been a regular feature of their 
work. , The religious instruction was very ably carried out by Mr. Ellis, 
and the establishment of a Synagogue had been a valuable asset. That 
their methods had been satisfactory from the beginning had been proved 
by results, as over 90 per cent. of the boys that left were recorded as 
having done well for four years after their departure from the School. 
The esteem in which their work was held was evidenced by the honour 
which the King had conferred on their Chairman, Sir Meyer Spielman, 
not only for his splendid wo:k at Hayes but for work done for Home 
Office schoo!s in general, and the honour of the O.B.E. recently conferred on 
their Superintendent, Mr. Ellis. Throughout the existence of the school 
they had been able to attract the right type of manager and he hoped 
that they would succeed in getting a similar type from among the younger 
generation. He concluded by congratulating the boys on their excellent 
display and on their very fine singing. 

Sic MEYER SPIELMAN, on behalf of the managers, staff and boys, pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to the Chairman and Mrs. Solomon, and welcomed 
Dr. Norris, Chief Inspector of Home Office Schools. They had at the 
present time sixty-nine boys, although the scool was certified as suitable 
fora much largernumber. The boys were allin good health, and for that 
condition of things they had to thank their Matron. The boys would soon 
be going to camp, and he hoped that financial help would be obtained to 
meet the expenses. He thanked the Fruit Trade Mutual Aid Society for 
providing several treats for the boys, and the Medical Officer, Mrs. Ellis 
the Secretary, and Mr. Ellis the Superintendent, who was recognised not 
only as a helper to that school, but had been of great assistance to other 
Home Office Schools. 

Dr. NORRIS also referred to the loss of Mr. Joseph. He congratulated 
Mr. Ellig on the honour he had received. Mr.. Ellis, he said, deserved 
the high honour conferred on him. He (the speaker) had taken on the 
work as Chief Iuspector at a very difficult time, and a great deal had to 
be done not only for that School but for others. He had been able to 
obtain an immense amount of help from Mr. Ellis, and that was a great 
testimony to that Schoo! and to those who managed it.

we These are days when the stock markets should be watched with 
the closest attention by investors. The markets are passing through 
a period of reorganisation. The boom of last year is well past and 
the markets have had to face many adverse and disturbing factors. 
The General Election, the grave uncertainty regarding monetary values 
and a distinct disinclination on the part of investors to approach markets 
have certainly militated against Stock Exchange operations. It would 
appear at the moment as if the markets are gradually surmounting 
their difficulties. The King’s speech read in Parliament last Tuesday 
contained nothing of a drastic socialistic nature. Its contents have 
raised the hope that the future political state of affairs in the country 
will be more stable than during recent months. The question of gold 
exports is still a somewhat grave one. There are indications, however, 
that the German demand for gold is more or less satisfied. The fact 
that the Bank of England was able to secure a goodly proportion of 
the bullion which arrived in the market from the mines this week 
proved distinctly encouraging &nd the future holds prospects of 
improvement. Security values have been depreciating for some 
time. This fact renders stocks and shares more attractive to the new 
buyer than was the case earlier in the year. This applies more 
especially to high-class investment securities, for although doubtful 
shares are standing at very low prices they present little or no attraction 
to the public. Indications at the moment rather point to better 
market conditions during the second half of 1929, and this may trans- 
pire when the holiday season is out of the way. 


Cheap Bank Shares. 

The reactionary movement which has taken place in investment 
sccurities owing to the uncertain monetary position has reduced the 
quotations for the leading bank shares to attractive levels. Many investors 
who realise the security standing behind these shares have been quietly 
picking them up in the confident hope that they will share immediately in 
any improvement in general conditions. Among those worth attention are 
Barclay’s “ B” shares obtiinable at about 56s.

LARGELY INCREASED PRODUCTION FORECAST. 

The Marquess of Carisbrooke, presiding at the annual meeting of share- 
holders on July 3, 1929, after referring to the general state of the Artificial Silk 
industry, said the Board knew that their large capital reserves, after paying for 
the whole of their plant, equipment and installation, enabled them to avoid being 
forced to sell yarns at low prices. Now that they were entering into the com- 
mercial stage, the tide was fortunately on the turn and the capital reserves intact. 
The Branston Company was conceived on generous financial lines which events 
had more than justified. Savings on Prospectus estimates to com plete the 
installation of a four-tons-per-day plant had been made to the extent of £38,505, 

No fund of skilled labour existed for artificial silk companies to draw on as 
was the case with the older established cotton and woollen industries, Branston 
had found it best to train its own staff, as only the best labour could be profitably 
employed where a production of the highest quality was aimed at as in the case 
of Branston.

As prudent business men they naturally did not begin 
operations by ordering spinning plant and machinery capable of producing ten 
tons a day, firstly because labour hadto be trained gradually, and secondly, because 
artificial silk machinery quickly became obsolescent, and the Board desired to 
benefit by the latest experience of the industry as they proceeded on their course 
to the larger production. They had no doubt that they were on the right road, 
and the encouraging success that they had already attained with the initial 
installation was the happiest augury and the soundest guarantee they could have 
that the complete plan as set out in the prospectus, and from which they had 
never deviated, would be equally successful.

Music and Drama. 


“WATER ” (Latte). 

This play belongs to the category of the few vital presentations of 
existence that create an atmosphere of sincerity and truth almost as soon 
as the curtain rises. The characters spring immediately into life because 
they are drawn from an inner awareness of personality that is beyond mere 
observation. The author writes reality over her people because she knows 
with her whole being the life that springs from the earth, that buds and 
flowers and ripens to the exquisite accompaniment of the changing seasons. 
Analyse the speeches and actions of this typical Westmorland farmer's 
family and they say and do little outside the conventional. But the atmo- 
sphere of homely joy, the warm happiness of their affection and the strength 
of their grief are potent factors in the weaving of a pattern that is fraught 
with real conviction to anyone who knows the life of England’s countryside. 
With a shock one sees the town spreading its lowering clutches over this 
beauty, and though one’s reason says that progress must inevitably destroy 
the isolated loveliness, one’s instinct revolts. The Searsdales are right to 
struggle for the protection of their old farm and unspoiled fells against the 
town’s demand for water, because they are guarding something eternally 
precious. But the town is right, too, to demand all it can for the feeding 
of its growing life. So “ Water” provides the problem that is most 
dramatically alive: the conflict between two rights. Mollie Marshall-Hole 
has worked out the problem to its inevitably tragie conclusion with a fine 
sense of stage values. The acting is sincerely simple and direct.. Actors 
who play for ensemble rather than for individual distinction are gathered 
here to interpret the design of the author. Norman McKinnel has in Tom 
Searsdale, the shrewd, gruff farmer, a type that suits him perfectly. Nancy 
Price, though she has not the opportunity of using her tense dramatic powers 
to the full, makes a fine thing of Janet, Tom’s wife, sharply humorous and 
at times. full of grim hate of the town’s pollution. The last act is an un- 
necessary concession to theatrical convention that. mars an otherwise 
memorably sincere work,

Auntie’s Chat, 


The Sedra that is read in Sypagogue to-morrow is one of the most 
interesting narratives concerning the wanderings of the Israelites in the 
wilderness, dealing as it does with the report of the spies that Moses 
sent to inspect Canaan. The fantasy of the Midrashic commentators 
bas been exceedingly busy with this story. 


THE GREAT VINE. 


We are told, for instance, that Caleb was at loggerheads with the 
other spies throughout the expedition, and that it was only by his 
threat of personal violence with drawn sword that they were induced 
to cut down the vine which they took back with them as a sample of 
the fruit ofthe land. This was of immense weight, requiring eight 
men to carry it, while the other two carried samples of figs and 
pomegranates. Joshua and Caleb as the leaders carried no burdens. 
Tbis vine was of such enormous size that the wine pressed from its 
grapes was sufficient for the libations of Israel during his forty years’ 
march through the desert. 

THE DAY OF TEARS. 


The dismal stories spread by the ten spies produced consternation 
throughout the camp and the whole multitude were in tears; and they 
wept so loudly that the sound of their lamentation reached to heaven. 
God said : “ Ye weep to-day without cause. I shall bring it to pass that 
in the future ye shall have cause to weep on this day.” It was then 
that the Almighty decreed that the Temple should be destroyed on the 
ninth day of Ab, the day on which the Israelites wept in the wilder- 
ness, so that this day became for ever a day of tears. 

MOSES INTERCEDES. 


Once more Moses was called upon to intercede with God on behalf 
of the peop'e threatened with destruction for their want of faith. The 
Midrash (elaborating the biblical text) tells us the arguments that 
he used in pleading with the Almighty Who had promised to make of 
bis descendants a great nation. He recalled the merits of the three 
Patriarchs. If a three-legged stool could not endure, how could a stow: 
with but one leg? If Israel were destroyed the Edowites and Moabit«s 
and the inbabitants of Canaan would boast that God was unable to 
maintain His people. He might be stronger than the gods of Egypt 
but could not withstand the mightier gods of Canaan. God would be 
deemed a cruel deity Who bad destroyed the generation of the flood, 
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toe luvavitants of Sodom, the people of Egypt, and now bad slain Hig 
own children. Moses reminded God of His attributes of long-suffering 
and mercy, and pleaded that mercy in one scale might balance justice 
in the other scale. “And the Lord said ‘I have pardoned accordirg to 
thy word.’” Happy the servant—the heathen would exclaim—to 
whose wish his Master defers! 
A MESSAGE OF COMFORT. 

| Though the generation that had listened to the evil counsel of the 
spies was doomed to die in the wilderness God promulgated the laws 
of sacr.fices to be observed in Palestine as an intimation that His dis. 
favour was not to last forever. The Midrash tells us that. during the 
forty years’ the Israelites were wandering in the wilderness as a 
punishment, the Promised Land was being revived. New trees were 
planted, the soil was cultivated; so that when the Israelites entered 
into possession Of Palestine they found it a land of real plenty:

The first friend, on whom he had 
most relied, refused even to leave his 


‘house to come to his assistance. The 


second was willing to accompany 
him to the gate of the palace but 
would go no further. Only the third, 
from whom he had expected least, 
proved a real friend. When he heard 
what the other two had replied, he 
said: “Do not be afraid. I will go 
with you to the king, will put in a 
good word for you, and will do alli I 
can to save you.” And he kept his 
promise. 

This is an allegory. 

The first of the three friends is 
man’s fortune, his silver and gold 
and earthly possessions, which 
during life are very dear to him, but 
on the day of death do not leave the 
house and are of no help. When man 
dies he takes nothing with him. 

The second friend is the man’s 
children and relatives and acquaint- 
ances whoaccompany him to theedge 
of the grave and then turn back. 
They desert him. 

Only the third friend, his record of 
virtues and good works, sees him 
right up to the throne of the King 
and speaks on his behalf!
